State Democracy’s Contest. 

After the contestants from Oswego and 
Queens counties had been neard the coi:- 
test of the state democracy for a repre- 
sentation from New York city was taken 
up and the contests in all of the assembly 
Cistricts were argued as one, the same 
question arising in each. Charles Fairchild 
said he and Francis M. Scott and one or 
two others would argte for his |; side. 
Mayor Gilroy said Judge Thomas I’. Grady 
and three of the other speakers woujd 
answer for Tammany hall. The contesi- 
ants were heard first. Among those with 
Mr. Fairchild were Corporation Couns¢cl 
francis M. Scott, Wheeler H. Pecknan., 
President J. Perolman, of the board of 
aldermen; Everett P. Wheeler and James 
Byrne. 

Mr. Fairchild opened fer the contestants, 
the New York state democracy, and spoke 
five minutes. Thomas F.. Grady responded 
on behalf of Tammany. He spoke in im- 
passioned tones and his voice rang through 
the corridors as he proceeded and his elo- 
quence grew. 

When Mr. Grady referred to the state 
democracy as a band of Indians, a smile 
broke over the faces of Messrs. Fairchild, 
Peckham, Wheeler and Scott. Mr. Peck- 
ham sat next to Senator Hill and the 
glances of the two met as their counte- 
nances became wreathed in smiles. Mr. 
Grady spoke for over half an hour an en- 
thusiasm was unbounded among his ad- 
mirers as he concluded.

Ex-Mayor Gilroy said that if the state 
democracy were satisfied with the presen- 
tation of the case as it stood, his organi- 
zation was perfectly satisfied. 

Chairman Bell then declared the contest 
closed and the committee went into exccu- 
tive session at 10:30 o’clock to formulate its 
decisions. 

The Contest Settled. 

The committee, after two hours of exe*u- 
tive session, spent in a heated and bitter 
discussion in which the Tammany leaders 
and Senator Hill, Charles J. Patterson and 
several of the up-state local democratic 
leaders took part, gave the Grace-Fair- 
child people one-fifth representation. The 
New York contest was settled by the acop- 
tion of the following resolution, offered by 
Mr. Yorke, of Kings, by a vote of, ayes 32; 
noes 17: 

“Resolved, That the sitting members 
from the county of New York, being the 
delegation representing the Tammany hall 
organization are regular and are entitled 
to seats in this convention, and said organ- 
ization is entitled to recognition’§ in 
all future conventions as regular and its 
delegates are to be placed upon the prelim- 
inary and other rolls thereof; and in the 
appo'ntment of inspectors of elect:ons the 
use of the party emblem and in every way 
in which the question of party organization 
may arise, sa‘'d Tammany hall organization 
snall be recognized and seated as the reg- 
ular organ‘zation of the party in New York 
county, but *n the interest of harmony at 
th's time the committee recomend, subject 
to the aforesaid conditvon, that the s-tting 
delegates, as we!l as the delegates known 
as the staite democracy, be admitted to the 
convention, with one-fifth of a vote to each 
estate democracy delegate and four-fifths 
of a vote to each Tammany hall delegate.” 
In the Oswego and Queen’s counties con- 
tests the committee decided in favor of the 
sitting delegates. 

- Framing the Platform. 

The committee on resolu.ions, which had 
in charge the framing of the platform, met 
in the Yates hotel tonight. The session was 
a protracted one, the excise plank causing 
much debate. Daniel Lockwood, of Buffa- 
lo, who, at the last moment was trans- 
ferred to the committee, presided. The 
excise plank, which was drawn up in ad- 
vance for the consideration of the commit- 
tee, with considerable opposition, owing to 
its quiet tone. It simply called for home 
rule on the excise question. 

The committee on resolutions adjourned 
shortly before 12 o’clock, after adopting the 
platform with the exception of the excise 
Plank. A committee to draw up a special 
excise plank and report to the whole com- 
mitte@ tomorrow was then appointed. 

The platform as adopted declares gold 
and silver the only legal tender, denounces 
all money not convertible into coin, favors 
the gradual retirement of greenbacks, de- 
clares against the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver and favors the improvement 
of state canals. 

One clause of the excise plank which was 
practically agreed upon reads as follows:

Washington, September 24.—Gold con- 
tinues to be withdrawn at New York for 
export to Canada, a further shipment of 
$225,000 being reported today. This makes 
a total of $475,000 of gold taken from Cana- 
da during the past four days. The true 
gold reserve toda, at the close of busi- 

ness is $95,185,333. 
Secretary Olney this morning received a

ARE CLINCHING DURRANT. 


The Prosecution Said To Have Made 
a Good Case. - 

San Francisco, September 24.—The prose- 
cution in the Durrant case clased this af- 
ternoon. Three more of its witnesses. will 
be recalled for the accommodation of the 
defense tomorrow, but they will testify 
only to facts connected with the finding 
of the body of Miss Lamont in the tower. 

The most important of the final witnesses 
in connecting Durrant with the murder 
was William Sterling, a gas fitter, who 
put saving burners on all the gas cokcs 
in the church the day before the murder. 
He today corroborated Janitor Sademan, 
in saying that there was a leak in one 
of the chandeliers near the entrance to 
the vestibule which is supposed to have 
supplied the gas smelt by George King 
when he entered the church on the day 
of the murder just before Durrant burst 
on his vision, pale, weak and agitated. 
The day after the murder Sterling said he 
had taken out the sun burners on which 
Durrant claimed to have been working 
when overcome by gas. He found noth- 
ing the matter with them and no gas 
leaking in that part of the building. While 
trying to reach the ceiling on the day 
after the murder he‘tried the lower door, 
but “found the outside knob broken off. 
He seized the projecting rod to the other 
knob with his pinehers, but could not 


open the door. 

Had-he done so the murder would prob- 
ably then have been @iscovered. 

Three more witnesses were today intro- 
duced to whom Durrant had denied that 
he had seen Miss Lamont on the after- 
noon of the murder, though he admitted 
that he was with her that morning. ‘This 
testimony is to prevént the defense from 
explaining Durant’s being in Miss Le- 
mont’s company on that afternoon, even 
should it desire to do so. 

The defense will open tomorrow morning 
but it is not known if it will outline its 
case in a speech. Durrant’s attorneys are 
very secretive, for they allege that they 
do not want their witnesses to be at- 
tacked by the prosecution. The defense 
»romises sensational developments, but 
there is a general doubt. of its ability to 
affect the case of the prosecution.

Large Warehouse in Philadelphia De-

aged to the extent of $5,000. The minor 
losses are also covered by insurance. ¢

They are entitled to it and 
no one would be more happy to see Cuba 
free than I.” 

Colonel Carey Speaks Out. 

“I am in hearty sympathy with the peti- 
tion,.’’ said Colonel John Carey. ‘‘We should 
call meetings all over this country of sym- 
pathizers with the Cuban cause. It is the 
proper time for the United States to aid 
in ending the Spanish government in Cuba. 
We should at once recognize the Cubans 
as belligerents, and the moment we do it 
Spain will be forced to give up the island. 

“Under neutrality laws our government 
must not allow the shipment of arms. But 
if congress recognies the Cubans as bellig- 
erents that will be a different case. Then 
they can buy and ship ail they want. 

“What the Cubans want is arms. They 
have plenty of men but n> armzs.- You 
know under Spanish rule no Cuban is al- 
lowed to own arms on the ‘sland. That has 
always been the case. 

“If Cuba were free all her trade would 
come here and our sales to that island 
alone would be tremendous. - As it is now, 
however, they are curtailed. For instance, 
the duty in American flour is $6 a barrel— 
practically prohibitory. 

“While Cuba has a population of but 
1,500,000, it is burdened with a Spanish debt 
Of $180,000,000. The people not only have to 
pay to Spain an immense interest on this, 
but they are taxed to maintain, at all 
times, an army of 20,000. It is the richest 
country on earth, yet the people are the 
poorest.’”’ 


Sympathisers Everywhere. , 

As they have spoken scores of others 
spoke. The sentiment is just the same all 
Over the country. Look how the people of 
Wilmington celebrated the acquittal of the 
Cubans, as told in The Constitution’s dis- 
patches of yesterday. 

The people of all America sympathise 
with the Cuban cause, and many of them 
favor the United States actually aiding in 
the same. While opinion is divided on the 
question of annexing Cuba, it is practically 
unanimous that it should be freed from the 
grinding Spanish yoke, and, being our 
neighbor, should be permitted to trade 
with us.

That Spain is not in financial 
condition to pursue the War in Cuba 
longer, and certainly not able 
to conquer the insurgents is shown by the 
following from The New York Herald: 


‘Geox: the beginning of the revolution, on 
the 2ith of February last, Spain held 


Cuban bonds of the series of 1890 to the 
amount of 120,000,000 pesos (a peso is s&s 
cents). In consequence of the low credit 
of the island these bonds were quoted on 
the Madrid exchange at a discount of 40 
per cent. The government made an ar- 
rangement with the Banco Hispano Colo- 
nial de Espana whereby the bank agreed 
to make advances on the bonds in instal- 
ments at 20 per cent below the official 
quotations. As this offer was on the 
basis of a prevailing depreciation of 40 
per cent the total discount was, therefore 
60 per cent, leaving the government only 
40 per cent of the 120,000,000 pesos, or 48,(u0,- 
000 pesos. aes 

The Costliness of War. 

“According to the recent statement of 
the intendente, Senor Cabezas, 23.00.01 
pesos have already been sunk in prosecut-.

The government is now 
expending an average ef 5,000,000 a month 
for the purpose of reducing Cuba, and con- 
sequently the balance of 26,000,000 pesos 
cannot last longer than five months, 

“Spain's ability to continue the prosecu- 
tion of the war on the scale contemplated 
by her present formidable reinforcement 
will manifestly be contingent upon her suc- 
cess in negotiating loans on foreign mar- 
| kets. In this connection, the outcome of 
her endeavor to float a loan of 4,000,000 
pounds of sterling in London is awaited 
by the Cuban patriots with great interest. 
Spain's credit has never been good, and 
her chances for obtaining this English 
money will be reduced to a minimum if 
she follows her’ usual practice of issuing 
Cuban bonds to guarantee the loan. Spain’s 
financiering in the existing emergency will 
be a spectacle worthy of the. world’s in- 
terested observation. 

Aid for the Insurgents. 

“On the ofher hand, it is well known that 
a syndicate of Belgian and French capital- 
ists stand ready to loan money to the 
Cuban insufgents in consideration of min- 
ing and other concessions, to be granted 
in the event of their success. So far as 
the interests of the insurgents are con- 
cerned in the matter of obtaining sinews 
of war, all depends upon the recognition 
of their belligerency by important powers. 

“It is utterly impossible for the Spanish 
government to raise money in Cuba from 
the loyal classes. Up to the present time 
the intransigeante party has contributed 
only 134,000 pesos, the amgunt subscribed 
on the Havana produce exchange to equip 
two cavalry squadrons and send them into 
the field. Of this money General Martinez 
Campos immediately proceeded to throw 
20,000 pesos to the winds. He applied that 
sum to the construction of, the railroad 
from Puerto Principe to Santa Cruz del 
Sur, a project which was quickly aban- 
doned, the laborers being dispersed by the 
troops of Nicasio Mirabel anil General 
Gomez. The fate of the two cavalry squad- 
rons organized as the result of the pro- 
duce exchange subscription is a matter 
of past histoty—Zayas and Castillo gave a 
good account of them at Remedios, and 
their chief returned to Havana under the 
escort of two muleteers to tell the rest 
of the melancholy story. 

“The financial condition of the island, 
from every point «& view except that of 
ultimate triumph for the revolutionary 
cause, is deplorable in the extreme. How 
much the Cuban revolutionists have at 
stake in the war they are waging is indi- 
cated by the following summary:

“Thus at the end of the first. year of the 

war the total value of Cuba’s crops will 

fall 41,500,000 pesos short of meeting the 
taxes levied by the Spanish government. 

Add to this the extraordinary cost of the 

war, averaging 5,000,000 pesos a mogsth, and 

the total for the year whl be 101,900,000 

pesos. To this should be added also the 


debt of Cuba, 300,000,000 pesos, making a 
grand total of 401,900,000 pesos, which Cuba 
will be owing to Spain on February 24, 
1896. 

“This prodigious cost in money sinks into 
comparatively unimportance when the loss 
ef men is taken into consideration. 

Loss of Men by Spain. 

‘The estimates of losses up to the present 
time are necessarily conflicting; but, 80 
far as the Spanish are concerned, there is 
a basis for an approximately correct cal- 
culation. General Martinez Campos, at 
the reception tendered to him by the lead-. 
ers of the conservative party at the palace 
on May 3ist, made an official statement 


“of the Spanish losses incurred since IT eb- 


as follows: Killed in action, 
4,817 soldiers, twenty-nine captains and 
lieutenants and one colonel; died of yel- 
low fever, dysentery, swamp fever, spasms, 
sunstrokes, etc., 5,152; total, 10,000. 

‘This official estimate was for the spring 
months exclusively. Everybody knows that 
the havoc wrwight by disease among the 
Spanish forces was terrible during the 
summer. In view of this it is ccrtainly 
within hounds to reckon the summer losses 
as at least one-half larger than the spring 
losses, and accordingly the total details 
on the Spanish side up to the beginning 
of September were, at the lowest calcula- 
tion, fully 25,090. 

Spanish Reinforcements. 

“It is ascertained officialiy that the re- 
inforcements from Spain will be completed 
by the middle of October, and will amount 
in the aggregate to 25,000 men of all arms. 
Irom the same source a detailed state- 
ment is made of what will be the com- 
bined strength of the Spanish forces in 
tne island when all these men shall have 
arrived. According to this statement there 
will then be in hie island sixty-one bat- 
talions of infantry (including marines), 
three battalions of artillery and thirty- 
seven corps of mounted guerillas. in 
addition there will be twenty-six fnfartry 
companies and thirteen cavalry squadrons 
of the civic ¢uard and one battalion of po- 
lice. 

“The numerical strength of the different 
branches of the Spanish forces which 
General Martinez Campos will be prepared 
to lead against the insurgents by the be- 
ginning of November is thus indicated by 
the same authority:

No Party Lines in the Silver Convention 
at Raleigh. 


MANY REPUBLICANS THERE 


A Democrat Will Preside and Popu- 
lists and Republicans Will 
Fill Other Offices.

Raleigh,’ N. C., September 24.—(Special.)— 
The leaders among the silverites in North 
Carolina gathered here today to arrange 
the programme of the state silver conven- 
tion tomorrow. 

Ed Chambers Smith, S. C. Ashe and B. 
C. Beckwith, democrats; John J. Mott, re- 
publican, and Senator Marion Butler, pop- 
ulist, had a conference this morning and 
resolutions to be introduced tomorrow were 
prepared. One of these is a greeting to sil- 
ver men all over the country. One demands 


the repeal of the act Jemonetizing silver. 


Another recommends that voters be care- 
ful to select silver men to represent them in 
congress and the legislature, and also eléc- 
tors for president and vice president, who 
will vote only for a silver man. 

It was also decided that a caucus be held 
tonight composed of a representative of 
each of the three political parties rr each 
congressional district, At this caucus N. 
B. Broughton, of Raleigh, presided. It was 
decided that James C. Macrae, democrat, 
should be chairman of the convention and 
that there should be populist and republi- 
can vice presidents and secretaries. The 
attendance so far is not nearly so large as 
was expected. ‘The republicans and the 
populists appear to outnumber the -iemo- 
crats, the populists being of all the most 
numerous, 

Senator Butler, so Ed Chambers Smith 
Seys, nade a great impression on tie silver 
democrats by his sincerity and honesty in 
this movement for silver and insists on no 
extreme action. It is a current rumer 
that there will be an effort to get a reso- 
lution through pledging all silver men to 
vote only for silver men. Among the sil- 
verites of prominence present besides those 
above named are B. C. Beckwith, J. C. L. 
Harris, W. A. Guthrie, Charles M. Cooke, 
B. F. Keith, ex-Senator Jarvis, Congress- 
men Shuford, Stroud and Skinner, J. M. 
Mewburn and W. H. Kitchen. 

The convention will be the first non-parti- 
san one ever held in North Carolina. Not 
a solitary democratic silver paper favors it. 

Senator Pritchard writes that he will not 
attend. 

Today the state board of internal 
provements re-elected the following direc- 
tors of the Atlantic and North Carolina 
railway on the part of the state: W. 5S. 
Chadwick, C. E. Foy, W. T. Caho, C. H. 
Fowler, Charles Deway, Enoch Wadsworth, 
W. L. Kennedy, Samuel Lathem and W. 
W. Carraway. W. T. Dortch is re-elected 
as state proxy. The directors meet Thurs- 
day and will re-elect W. 8. Chadwick pres- 
ident. 

The caucus appointed a committee of 
nine comprised of three members of each 
party to take the various resolutions pres- 
ented and evolve ftom them such resolu- 
tions as all can agree on. 

The following compose the committee: 
Smith, Ashe and McRae, democrats; But- 
ler, Whitaker and Guthrie, populists; 
Mott, ‘Loge Harris and Westmoreland, re- 
publhcans. 

This joint committee is now in session. 
Its leading resolutions are already sum- 
marized. The members of the committee 
say the convention will be followed by 
similar ones in other states, as they are 
satisfied that in this way will be made 
evident the sentiment of the people who 
are for silver, independent of. their party. 

Senator Butler says: ‘‘Our committee is 
working for harmonious action and to pre- 
pare :resolutions ,that will express the 
minds of the great mass of the silver peo- 
ple.’’ 

Ed Chambers Smith says he is informed 
that 300 persons are here to attend the 
convention.

HORNE MAY RESIGN.

HE DOES NOT FEEL PHYSICALLY 
ABLE TO SERVE. ' 


If He Does Drop Out There Will Prob- 
ably Be a Sharp Fight for 
the Mayoralty. 


Macon, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)— 
Today Mayor Horne was at his office at the 
city hall for the first time in several weeks, 
having been absent from Macon on account 
of sickness. He has not fully recovered his 
health and strength. The mayor is serious- 
ly considering the question of resigning. 
When he left Macon for recuperation he 
thought he would resign the mayoralty and 
he has returned with that intention 
strengthened. He does not feel that he is 
physically able to combat with the duties 
of the office. If he resigns it is not known 
whether at election would be held or not, 
his term expires next December, when the 
regular election will be held. 

If Mayor Horne resigns it may precipitate 
a hot contest for tiie inayoralty between 
Ed Huguenin and Daisy Price, who expect 
to be candidates at the regular election. 
Mayor Horne expresses himself in favor of 
certain amendments to the city charter. 
He appears to be opposed to the commis- 
sions and thinks they are unnecessary. If 
the mayor resigns and an election is held 
the chairman of the council, Findly, will be 
acting mayor. 

At the meeting of the city council tonight 
John J. Noone was unanimously elected 
fire commissioner to fill the unexpired term 
of W. H. Lathrop, resigned. The term ex- 
pires in three months. Mayor Pro Tem. 
Findley vetoed the resolution of the coun- 
cil, which provided for the restoration of 
City Sexton Keatin’s monthly salary from 
$50 to $75. The council agreed to co-operate 
with the board of education by directing

RESTORE THE TRANSFERS. 


Columbus Aldermen Issue Positive Or- 
ders to the Street Railway. 


Columbus, Ga., September 24,—(Special.)— 
In the absence of Mayor Stead, who is now 
in New York, Mayor Pro Tem. Bush called 
a meeting of the aldermanic board this 
morning at 10 o’clock to take some action 
regarding the abolition of the transfer sys- 
tem on the Columbus railroad. Fourteen 
members of the board were present as well 
as a number of citizens who teok interest 


in the matter to be discussed. 

The situation was talked over at great 
lexghth, when finally Alderman Turner of- 
fered a resolution to the effect that a com- 
mittee be appointed to draw up suitable 
resolutions touching the action of the Co- 
lumbus Railroad Company in discontinuing 
the use of transfer tickets on their lines. 
The resolution was fully discussed. Alder- 
man Foley rose and made a short talk. He 
said that he did not think that the action 
of the company in doing away with the 
transfers was a wise one. He said that the 
object of the present meeting was for the 
good of the people, but he thought that a 
better way to get at the matter instead of 
passing resolutions at once would be to 
appoint a committee to see the authorities 
of the railroad company, who, after con- 
ferring with said authorities, would report 
back to the council. If the management 
of the company was not disposed to do 
right about the matter then would be the 
time to pass suitable resolutions touching 
the matter. 

Alderman Brannan arose and said: “In 
reply to Mr. Foley, I would state that the 
Columbus Railroad Company did not con- 
sult the council in regard to abolishing its 
transfer system.’’ 

Alderman Foley stated that maybe there 
Was something behind the whole matter 
of which the couficil and public in generzh 
were not aware, and that in order to deal 
out justice to both sides alike that the bet- 
ter plan would be to confer with the man- 
agement in regard to the matter. After 
several minutes more of heated discussion 
Alderman Turner’s motion was put to a 
vote and adopted.

MR. WRIGHT ON LEGISLATION 


Approves the Proposed Court of Ap- 
peals To Relieve the Supreme 
Court—Other Rome News.

Rome, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)—An- 
ticipating the vacancy caused by the expi- 
ration of the term of office of Colonel G. 
Gunby Jordan as a member of the Georgia 
railroad commission, the friends of Dr. 
Iiben Hillyer are tnaking a strong puil ior 
his appointment tw fill the vacancy. They 
base his claims on his long experience as a 
railroad man and the skillful manner in 
which he dealt with the many knotty ques- 
tions that came up during the days of the 
powerful influence wielded by W. M. Wad- 
ley, of the Central system. They claim 
that he has shown not only his ability to 
fill such a position of responsibility and 
trust, but of his absolute fidelity and im- 
partiality in all matters pertaining to the 
public good. ; 

His cause is advocated by many of the 
leading men of north Georgia and strong 
influences will be brought to bear jo secure 
his appointment, not only because of the 
large railroad interests at stake here, but 
for the good of the state at large. 

While Dr. Hillyer has no connection with 
the railroad business now, he was for a 
long time a very conspicuous figure in 
railroad circles and displayed fine ability in 
matters pertaining to the management of 
railroads during his connection with the 
business. 

New Bills To Be Ixtroduced. 

Hon. Moses Wright has developed into 
one of the rising young statesmen of Geor- 
gia and the people of Floyd vounty are very 
proud of their junior representative. Quiet 
and unassuming and in no wise a seeker 
after notoriety to which he is refreshingly 
averse, in these days of parade and as- 
sumption, his constituency has learned to 
rely on his sagacity and foresight in mat- 
ters of public interest. 

“I Shave introduced two bills,’”’ said be to- 
day, when approached by a representative 
of The Constitution, ‘‘gne of which is large- 
ly of local interest. t is to repeal a por- 
tion of the existing fence law, taking the 
question of compulsory removal of advo- 
cates of the fence law into no-fence dis- 
tricts by the commissioners of rvads and 
removes and allowing the people to decide 
the matter themselves by ballot in every 
district. I bel‘eve that in portions of Floyd 
county where the no-fence law is in force 
that the-people are very well satisfied with 
it, but the forcible changing of men from 
one district to another by the county com- 
missioners is tyrannical and abherrent to 
our ideas of civil liberty. 

; “The other bill is oné to prohibit the 
insuring of the lives of children under a 
certain age in Georgia. The subject has 
been recently agitated” in New York and 
some startling revelations have been the 
result. A similar bill to the one I have 
referred to was introduced into the general 
assembly of the state. of Tennessee at the 
last session, and I believe passed the 
house. I shall endeavor to put my Dill 
through and I believe it will pass without 
much trouble.’”’ 

Favors an Increase. 

“What do you tihnk of the proposition 
published in The Constitution advocating 
a court of appeals?”’ 

“Well, it is on the right Jine. We must 
have something done to relieve the strain 
on the supreme court. They drove Chief 
Justice Bleckley from the bench and I 
believe that he did as much as any young 
man could do. There is too much made 
there for the number of justices and I was 
in favor of an increase, but political com- 
plications and antagonism prevented the 
carrying through of the amendment by the 
people creating two additional justices, 
and now something must be done to relieve 
the supreme court of its constantly in- 
creasing burden.’’ 

Colonel Henry Walker, of the Rome bar, 
expressed himself as thoroughly in sympa- 
thy with the suggestion for a eourt of ap- 
peals and it is evident that the lawyers of 
this part of the state are ripe for any 
remedial change.

THINK ITWAS A GHOST 


Negro Prisoners in Clarke’s Jail Tell a 
Wonderful Story. 


ALL WERE BADLY FRIGHTENED 


All the Inmates of the Jail Say They 
Saw a Negro Who Has Been 
Dead Several Months. 


Athens, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)— 
Saturday evening Pope Murray and George 
Barrett had a fight in the county jail. They 
are two negro prisoners. Sheriff Wier lec- 
tured them and told them he would prose- 
cute them for fighting if they repeated 
their fight. The darkies in jail all got 
very repentant then. 

Sunday morning Sheriff Wier went into 
the jail and found the negroes terror 
stricken. A supernatural visitor had been 
there and had done great damage. Aleck 
Minfry was the first to speak. He told, 
how he had been nearly killed Saturday 
night as he was about to go to bed in his 
cell a negro man stood over him, He 
recognized him as Lon Foster and he had 
but one leg. The negro fastened his fingers 
around Winfry’s throat and choked him 
almost into insensibility. 

Levi Lumpkin said the negro then sailed 
into him and clawed the skin off his 
breast. Other negroes testified as to Fos- 
ter’s appearance at the jail Saturday 
night. 

Lon Foster has been dead several 
months. He is the negro who was caught 
stealing meat out of a car at the North- 
eastern depot several months ago and 
who was shot by Officers Lyle and Bur- 
pee as he attempted to get away. Supse- 
quently his leg was amputated at the 
jail and a few hours later he died. The 
negroes at the jail firmly believe that Fos- 
ter’s ghost has come back to do them dam- 
age and they are living in constant“dread. 

A Rare Old Gun. 


Clarke county’s exhibit at the exposition 
will within a few days receive an inter- 
esting addition in the shape of an old 
double-barrel canon, the only one of its 
kind ever made., That old canon has a 
history quaint and curious. 

During the progress of the civil war 
Mr. Gilleland, the father of the late Cap- 
tain W. A. Gilleland, determined to invent 
a@ canon that would be a perfect engine of 
destruction... He was an ardent confederate 
and set his wits to work to get at the 
proper cannon for this work. He hit upon 
a plan and carried it out. The result was 
the ol@ double-barrel cannon, so familiar 
to the citizens of Athens. 

Mr. Gilleland’s idea was a good one in 
some respects. He had two barrels made 
to his cannon. In each barrel was to be 
loaded a ball and attached to each Dall 
were the two ends of a long iron chain. 
When the cannon was to be fired the baltis 
would spread out, bringing the chain to 
a horizontal position and when the chain 
struck the enemy it would mow down a 
whole regiment at a time. 

The cannon was properly made and it 
was carried out in the suburbs of the 
city to give it a trial. The first time it 
was fired one ball went out a little ahead 
of the other and the old chain got 
twisted up on that accoint and the way 
it ploughed up the grouni was a caution. 
The cannon proved to be a failure on ac- 
count of the inability to use both balls at 
exactly the same moment and with the 
same speed. It was put away and never 
touched again until 1884, when it was haul- 
ed up in front of the Commercial hotel 
to celebrate the election of Cleveland for 
president. The people were a little e.fraid 
of it at first and loaded it cautiously. Its 
first report sounded like a shot gun. A 
little more powder was put in and s9 on 
until old double-barrel concern shook the 
very earth. It will be sent to Atlanta the 
latter pa¥t of this week and will be quite 
an interesting part of the Clarke ccunty 
exhibit. 

The Ice Melted. 

Several days ago the city levied on a car 
load of ice to satisfy an account against 
the Bertling ice works. The ice had to 
be held for three days and during that 
time it melted. Another car load has since 
been levied on. it is claimed that the ice 
works now belong to Gustams Rexenger, 
of Cincinnati, and that the ice that was 
seized was not subject. So the city will 
be sued for the value of the ice in the 
two cars. 

Gave Him Damages. 

The jury in the case of E. M. Suber vs. 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern Rail- 
way Company, returned a verdict this 
morning at 11 o’clock. The verdict awarG- 
ed to the plaintiff damage in the sum of 
$1,200. The railroad, through its attorneys, 
Messrs. Erwin & Cobb, will carry the case 
to the supreme court. This is the third 
time this case has been tried. Suber got 
his foot cut off in 1893 while getting off 
a train at the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern depot.

Sisters of Mercy Celebrate at the Mother 
House in Savannah. 


THREE POLITICAL RALLIES 


The Indications Are That the Citizens’ 
Club Candidate Will Be Elected. 
A Painter Is Killed. 


Savannah, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)— 
The golden jubilee of St. Vincent's Acade- 
my Home of the Sisters of Mercy was cel- 
ebrated tonight, this being the fiftieth an- 
niversary of the academy’s foundation. 
The ‘chapel was handsomely decorated. 
Mass was celebrated at 7 o’clock by Rev. 
T. Bazin, after which the alumnae partook 
of a breakfast served by the sisters. Mrs. 
P. H. Rice, of Augusta, president of the 
alumnae society, presented the mother su- 
perior a purse of gold coins, contributed 
by the alumnae for the use of the academy. 
Mrs. Foster Kennedy, of Claxten, Ga., read 
a short address, giving a history of the 
academy since its foundation. A letter 
from Bishop Becker expressing his regrets 
at being unable to attend was read by the 
president, Mrs. Rice. 


A Painter Impaled. 

Savannah, Ga., September 24.—(Special.) 
John Hodge, a well-known painter, was 
instantly killed this afternoon while werk- 
ing on some new ‘houses being built for 
Mr. Henry MoAplin, at Barnard and Hull 
streets. Hodge and Charles Burnham, an- 
other painter, were suspended on a lad- 
der about thirty feet from. the ground 
painting the side of the house. Without 
any warning one of ‘the ropes that had 
been eaten into by an acid snapped and 
threw ithem both down. Hodge was im- 
paled on an ircn picket of a fence below, 
the picket entering his left side as far as 
his breast. He was dead when taken off. 
Burnham jad his right arm badly frac- 
tured and sustained other severe injuries 
which may result in his death. Hodge 
leaves a wife and ‘three children practical- 
ly without means of support. 

The Campaign in Chatham. 

Savannah was alive with politics tonight 
on the eve of what will no doubt be the 
greatest political battle it has known in 
years. It is a struggle between two fac- 
tions. The Citizens’ Club desires, of 
course, to hold and maintain the power 
which it has already gained in ‘the city and 
county affairs. The opposition hopes to 
break the solid ranks of the club. 

A democratic rally called by the chair- 
man of the party, F. G. duBignon, was 
held at the Odd Fellows hall tonight in 
support of Harry Willink for ‘the legisla- 
ture. Willink was nominated as the regu- 
lar candidate of the party at a primary 
in which the other candidates refused to 
enter. The meeting was addressed by Colo- 
nel Rufus E. Lester, Mr. duBignon, Mayor 
Myers, Pope Barrow and Collector Brock 
Beckwith. 

The opposition held a meeting at the Ma- 
sonic temple. Itewas addressed by Major 
G. M. Ryals, Mr. S. B. Adams, Mr. Walter 
C. Hardridge, the candidate, T. M. Cun- 
ningham, and others. A third meeting was 
called by the friends of W. C. Travis, can- 
didate of the labor element, but there was 
a very small attendance. The general 
opinion was that the crowd was with the 
party nominee, though it is asserted by 
others that this signified nothing so far as 
Hartridge’s strength is concerned. Every- 
thing was quiet and peaceful tonight, but

A Heroine’s Reward. 


Editor Constitution: Having seen from 
the papers that General Schofield has vis- 
ited Atlanta within the past few days, calls 
to my mind an incident of the battle of 
Jonesboro which for the sake of history 
and in justice to a true and noble soldier 
is worthy of publication. My object fur- 
ther is thut the world may know through 
the columns of your paper the true merit 
of southern womanhood as illustrated by 
at least one southern woman on the bloody 
field of Jonesboro, and at the same time 
show to your readers the high esteem 
which this. brave and chivalrous soldier 
manifested towards a true southern heroine 
in the dark and dismal hour of battle. 

It was on the first and second days of 
September, 1864, just a little over thirty- 
one years ago, when General Hardee, of 
the southern forces, was sent to Jonesboro 
from Atlanta with a handful of 22,000 men 
to head off a formidable flank movement 
of the enemy which had for its purpose 
to cut off southern communication and 
thereby compel the evacuation of the city 
of Atlanta. This flank movement consist- 
ed of 40,000 or 45,000 men and was commanded 
chiefly by Major General John M. Schofield 
together with General Sedgwick, who was 
also a corps commander, and consisted of 
the best fighters of the federal army. 

As-the two armies confronted each other 
two miles to the north and northwest of 
Jonesboro, it so happened that the little 
house and farm of a poor old widow lady 
was just between the two lines of battle 
when the conflict opened and having no- 
where to go she was necessarily caught be- 
tween the fire of the two contending lines 
of battle, which were at comparatively 
close range and doing fierce and deadly 
work. The house and home of this old lady 
Was soon converted intoa federal hospital, 
and with the varying fortunes she was 
alternately within the lines of each con- 
tending army, when not between them -on 
disputed ground. So the battle raged all 
day and the wounded and dying of both 
armies were carried to the humble shelter 
and outhouses of this old lady until all 
were full and her yard and premises were 
literally strewn with the dead and dying 
of both armies. 

Now, for our little story: During the 
whole of this eventful day this good and 
brave old woman, exposed as she was to 
the incessant showers of shot and shell 
from both sides, moved fearlessly about 
among the wounded and dying of both sides 
alike and without making the slighest dis- 
tinction. She tore up every sheet and bed- 
quilt she had into bandages for the wound- 
ed and when all had been used and mor 
were needed she tore up every pitergel- 
ment she had into bandages, and even took 
a portion of her clothing off of her person 
for the purpose. Finally night closed the 
scene with General Schofield’s army crops 
in possession of the ground and when the 
morning dawned it found this grand old 
lady still at her. post of duty, knowing, too, 
as she did, the fortunes, or rather misfor- 
tunes, of war had stripped her of the last 
vestige of property she had except her little 
tract of land, which had been laid waste. 
It was at this j:ncture that General John 
M. Schofield, having known of her suffer- 
ing and destitute condition, sent her under 
escort and arms a large wagon load of 
provisions and supplies and caused his ad- 
jutant general to write ner a long and 
touching letter of thanks, and wound up 
the letter with a special request that she 
keep it till the war was over and present 
it to the United States government and 
they would repay all her losses. 

She kept the letter and soon after the 
southern claims commission was estab- 
lished she brought it to the writer, who 
presented her claim in due form and she 
was awarded about $600—all she claimed, 
but not being all she lost. That letter is 
now on file with the other proofs of the 
exact truth of this statement with the files 
of the southern claims commission, at 
Washington, D. C., and should be preserv- 
ed in the archives to be read by future 
generations as an evidence of General Scho- 
fiied’s great big heart and magnanimous 
spirit in'the very heat of battle. 

Your readers will be curious to know 
who is the lady. Her name was Allie Mc-

It developed them into the New 
Men and New Women, A New South, 


WANTS AN EARLY MEETING.

President Nicklin, of the Southern Asso-

President Nicklin, however, favors an 
early meeting of the association and so 
says in a telegraphic story from Chatta- 
nooga, sent out last night. 

The Atlanta management, however, does 
not favor another meeting of the associa- 
tion before December, as it appears useless 
to be running ‘to Chattanooga every month 
or so to complete a piece of work that is 
no nearer completion than it was before it 
was started. However Atlanta will con- 
sent to any measure the other clubs of the 
association want.

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Reports from Various Portions of the 
State Are Encouraging. 


IT IS COTTON PICKING TIME 


The Warm Weather Has Caused the 
Bolls To Open Very Rapidly and 
the Prospects Are Good. 


The reports from the crops of the state 
that have been received ut the weather bu- 
reau at the custom house for the week end- 
ing September 23d are very encouraging. 

The cotton crop is being rapidly gather- 
ed and the warm day: have been propi- 
tious for this charactes of work. The sun 
has caused the bolls tc open very fast and 
the hands have been busy pulling the 
fleecy staple. Other crops have been doing 
well and the farmers are well pleased with 
the present outlook. 

Throughout the state the past week has 
been hot and dry, which has given the 
farmer ample opportunity to pick cotton, 
and, in the most southerly counties, gather 
corn. Cotton has opened rapidly, and in 
some cases prematurely, but reports re- 
ceived indicate a gratifying decrease in 
both rust and shedding. Picking is now 
well advanced. Of corn there is little to be 
said; it continues in good condition, but 
the late planting and unmade crop will 
probably fire if the hot and dry weather 
continues. Fodder pulling has occupied the 
attention of farmers in many of the north- 
ern and central counties. A large supply 
of this excellent forage has been saved in 
good condition. Minor crops would gener- 
ally be benefited by a few light showers. 

Northwest Section. 

With little or no rain, and plenty of hot 
weather, cotton has opened rapidly in tke 
northwest section during the past week. 
In some cases the opening has been pre- 
mature owing to the excessive beat and 
sunshine, but shedding and rust are com- 
plained.of very little, Picking is now well 
under way. Fodder pulling has been about 
finished, and a large quantity has been 
saved. Sorghum making is in progress. 
Minor crops, although in need of rain, 
have not suffered materially. 

North Section. 

There has been an entire absence of rain- 
fall in the north section during ihe past 
week. Temperature has been much in ex- 
cess. The hot sunshine has caused cvtton 
to open very rapidly, and some think pre- 
maturely. Picking has progressed rapidly. 
Fodder pulling is nearly completed. A 
large quantity has been harvested in fine 
condition. Tobacco has done well and is 
now being housed. Turnips, potatoes and 
peas are in very fair condition. Sorghum 
making is still in progress. 

Northeast Section. 

The weather conditions prevailing in the 
northeastern counties during tlie past seven 
days have generally been favorable foa Cie 
farmer and his crops. The temperature has 
been abnormally high, rainfall 
there has been but little. 
ed rapidly and in a few fields prematurely. 
Picking has been pushed rapidly forward. 
A few planters were still pulling fodder 
of which a large supply was saved. Corn 
still holds its own, is about made, and, 
except where unusually late planted, is 
beyond danger from any ordinary weather 
conditions. Peas, potatoes and turnips are 
needing rain badly. 

Complaints of rust and shedding have de- 
creased, and the plant is nearly free of 
insects. Corn is being gathered and hous- 
ed in some of the most southerly coun- 
ties of the section. Rice is also being cut 
and stored, and in some localities is re- 
ported to be in an inferior condition on ac- 
count of past unfavorable weather. Cane, 
sweet potatoes and all minor crops need 
rain, but are not suffering to any great 


extent. 
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West Section. 


All .corrsevondents from this section 
agree that the past week has been the 


hottest and driest, so far, this year. The 
weather has been fine for saving late 
fodder and cotton picking. All minor 


crops are in good condition, but they will 
all need rain shortly. ,Sorghum is good 
and large quantities of it is being made 
into syrup. Fall apples in some counties 
ante plentiful, but large quantities are 
dropping from the trees. Corn is in good 
shape and has turned out as well as the 
planter could expect. Cotton is opening 
rapidly, and picking is now the order of 
the day. 
4 Central Section. 

The weather in the central section has 
been hot and dry. Cotton has opened 
rapidly and prematurely. Picking has 
been well advanced. It is being ginned 
and placed on the market by many. A 
large quantity of hay, which is very fine, 
is being made to take the place of the 
large quantity of fodder lost during the 
wet weather. Corn is all made. Rain is 
much needed for all fall crops. 


East Section. 

There has been little or no rainfall in 
the eastern counties during the past seven 
days. ‘Temperature has been much above 
the average. The unusually hot weather 
has caused cotton to open rapidly, and 
farmers have been busy picking the staple 

Southwest Section. 

The weather in this section during the 
past seven days has been extremely hot 
and dry. The hot, dry weather is causing 
young cotton bolls to open prematurely. 
Cotton picking has progressed very rapid- 
ly and it is being ginued ds fast as possi- 
ble. Most of the short staple variety has 
been picked. Peas, cane, potatoes, etc., 
beginning to need rain badly. Farmers 
well up with their work, and everything in 
good condition. 

South Section. 

The rainfall in the southern counties has 
been light and scattering, the temperature 
about normal. Corn and cotton picking 
has occupied most of the time of farmers. 
Cotton is nearly all opened. Sugar cane, 
although somewhat blown down, is very 
fine. Pinders, peas and potatoes are in a 
very satisfactory condition. 

Southeast Section. 

The weather in this section during ihe 
past week has been hot and dry, which 
has been very favorable for cotton picking 
and cutting hay. Cotton picKing is being 
pushed to completion and the crop is turn- 
ing out very well, considering the fact that 
it has had so many set backs. Corn is 
being housed with very good results. Peas 
and sugar cane are reported as looking 
remarkably well. All other minor crops 
in good condition, but rain will soon be 
needed to bring everything out on top.

A Texas Sulphur Mine. 

Mr. T. 8S. Kyle, of Gadsden, Ala., who 
was here yesterday, has recently discover- 
ed and partially developed in Texas large 
deposits of sulphur, heretofore unknown 
to exist in any great quantity and availa- 
bility anywhere on our globe except in tne 
little island of Sicily. The importance of 
the discovery can be appreciated when it is 
known that the United States imports an- 
nually over 175,000 tons of sulphur. which 
calls for an exportation of more than three 
millions of dollars. ‘he south is greatly 
interested in the development of these new 
discoveries, as sulphuric acid enters largely 
into the manufactory of fertilizers, an in- 
dustry which has been handicapped on ac- 
count of its dependence on the Sicilian sul- 
phur monopoly. Sicily furnishes 9 per 
cent of the world’s supply of sulphur and 
exports annually more than 500,000 tons. 
Tne owners of the recent discoveries iu 
Texas have had examinations made by the 
best experts in the south and it is given as 
their opinion that the Texas deposits are 
of like occurrence as the Sicilian ‘deposits 
and that for commercial purposes the Tex- 
as denosits carry a quantity practically un- 
limited.

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“But, Boys, We Can’t Get It.” 

Some time after Colonel L. I’. Living- 
ston made the statement that Secretary 
Smith said,at Cordele that he was “in 
favor of free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1 today, but, boys, we 
ean’t get it,” the secretary came out with 
a point blank denial of the utterance 
credited to him. 

This drew out a card signed by nize- 
teen leading lawyers, bankers, officiats 
merchants and other citizens of Cordele 
in Which Colonel Livingston’s churge 
was sustained. Speaking of Se-retary 
Smith’s 16 to 1 break the card says: 

This was said by him at the close of his 
speech, after having made a lengthy argu- 
ment against independent coinage at 16 tol. 

Mr. Livingston in his reply took up the 
sentence and made a telling hit against 
the secretary and insisted that he had not 
tried to get it. : 

A weak effort is now being made by 
some of Secretary Smith’s inj idicious 
friends to wiggle him out of the awk- 
ward predicament in which he finds him- 
self. The Macon Telegraph piints a 
communication from Mr Rob»t J. 
Speer in which he says: 

I was myself present when the speech 
was delivered for the purpose of taking it 
down in shorthand, and did so. A careful 
examination of my notes does not show 
that Mr. Smith made the statement here 
ascribed to him. ; 

The editor of The Telegraph. then 
states that he sat within a few {feet of 
Mr. Smith while he was speaking and 
coes not remember that such a state- 
ment was made. The Telegraph proe xeds 
to give the following remarkabie expla- 
nation: 

But even if it were made, it certainly had 
no such meaning as Mr. Livingston tries 
to give it. Mr. Smith’s speech was an ar- 
fument against the free, unlimited and in- 
dependent coinage of silver by the United 
States. No man who heard it could have 
misunderstood his position. It was a de- 
fense of the policy of the administration, 
and was. consistent with itself from begin- 
ning to end. It is morally impossible that 
he could, in the midst of such a speech, 
have made a statement meaning that Mr. 
Livingston and those with him are right 
Such a statement would have been utter- 
ly inconsistent with ‘the tenor of his whole 
speech. We are perfectly sure that no 
man at the close of the speech supposed 
that Mr. Smith was in favor of free coin- 
age on the same terms that Mr. Living- 
Ston is in favor of it. No one doubted, 
we are sure, Mr. Smith’s earnest opposi- 
tion to the free coinage of silver on the 
oe demanded by the populists and the 
action-of the democratic party with which 
Mr. Livingston is identified. This is the 
essential point in this controversy. 
Sanwa Mr. Smith is in favor of the free and 
: oe coinage of silver under an inter- 
a sonal agreement we do not doubt. Al- 
most all democrats are. If he made the 
Statement ascribed to him—and we do not 
believe he did—he meant when he said “‘we 
cant get it’ that an international agree- 


ment is not immediately possible; that if 
it were possible, he would, under it, favor 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
That would have been in keeping with the 
general tenor of his speech. 


Now it seems that Colonel Livingston’s 
charge is completely made out, not only 


by the testimony of the citizeas of Cor- 
dele, but by the testimony and commeuts 
of the secretary’s Supporters. Mr. Speer 
refers only to the speech. He does not 
deny that the speaker made the remarix 


quoted at the close of his speech. The 
editor of The Telegraph merely says 
that he does not remember hearing such

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Spain’s Unfriendliness. 

Minister Taylor notified our govern- 
ment that Spain refuses to permit the 
American missionaries to resume their 
work at Ponape in the Caroline islands. 

The New York Sun says of this un- 
justifiable ruling: 

Had our missionaries been ir€ruders in 
that group, whose appearance was prompt- 


lly met by refusals to let them enter, the 


case would be different. But they have 
been teaching in the Carolines for more 
than forty years, and Spain’s genuine and 
practical occupation of them, at least un- 
der an undisputed and adjudicated titie, is 
limited to fewer than ten. In ousting the 
mission at Ponape, or so conducting mat- 
ters that the missionaries flied, the Span- 
iards were driving out older occupants than 
themselves, and in refusing to let them go 
back they interfere with what might also 
be regarded as vested rights. 

It is plain enough that Spain has a 
grudge against us, and we need not be 
too particular about showing our sym- 
pathy for Cuba. Spain never loses a 
chance to give us an underhand lick, and 
we have borne with her-arrogance too 
long. 
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Prosperous with Silver Bonds. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean calls atten- 
tion to the following rerent dispatch 
from the city of Mexico: 

For the present the banks hcre have more 
European exchange to offer than the mar- 
ket can absorb. This is due 7o the gratify- 
ing and constant demand for the new sil- 
ver 5 per cent bonds in the principal trans- 
Atlantic money mgrkets. 

While our next door neighbor is happy 
and prosperous with the free and un- 
limited coipage of silver and with an 
issue of silver bonds, what are we 
doing? The Inter Ocean says: 

The issuing of bonds calling specifically 
for gold is now familiar in this country. It 
is being done by states, counties, cities and 
all sorts and combinations of long-time bor- 
rowers. Even farm mortgages are made 
payable in many cases in gold. It is pure- 
ly a matter of business, which concerns 
only the borrower and the lender. When, 
however, it was proposed to make ‘the 
United States bonds i gold, in- 


payable in 
stead of coin, a protest was entered, and 
very properly, too. The gevernment of the 
United States alone has the power of mak- 
ing money, and a bond discrimination in 
favor of one particular money metal would 
greatly embarrass the mainténance of. bi- 


metallism, and, perhaps, render it impracti- 


cable without: financial revolution. Con- 
eress was wiser herein than the president. 

The Mexicans ave not been so weak 
as to follow the example of a foreign 
power over the sea. They have escaped 
England's tinoncial domination. At no 
time in the h‘story of the country has 
Mexico enjoyed such general prosperity. 
Home manufactures are increasing and 
wealth is accumulating. Within the 
past ten years the deposits of the banks 
of the City of Mexico have ine cased 
from $7,000,000 to over $35,009,000. 

This object lesson is plain enough fer 
even the wayfaring min. 
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This Country and Cuba. 

The enthusiasm of the people at Wil- 
mington, Del., over the action of the 
court in releasing the alleged Cuban 
fillibusters represents the American sen- 
timent everywhere. 

There is and always has been in this 
country a strong sentiment in favor of 
Cuba.- As far back as 1823 Secretary 
Adams wrote that Cuba had an iin: 
portance in the sum of our national in- 
terests “little inferior to that which 
bimds the different members o7 the 
union together.’

Thomas Jefferson, President John 
Quincy Adams, Secretary Van Buren, 
Secretary Webster, Se*retary Marcy, 
President Fillmore, President Buchanan, 
President Polk and President Grant all 
favored the annexation or the independ- 
ence of Cuba. 

The question is above and beyond nar- 
tisanry, and it has long been ua reeog- 
nized fact that it is the American yolicy 
to encourage and aid the plucky little 
island in every reasonable way. 

What the administration will do it is 
impossible to predict, but its organ in 
this city sounds a discordant note and 
oppose the recognition of Cuban bellig- 
erency at present. Doubtless this is due 
to feverish anxiety to anticipate what 
is believed to be the probable action of 
the administration. It certainly is not 
undertaking to speak for any consider- 
able number of its readers. 

The American people will stand hy 
their past record and do what they can 
for the Cubans. Ours was ‘he first gov- 
ernment to recognize the Greeks when 
they rebelled against the Turks. In 
other instances where the zovernmen;: 
failed to act the people went right :iead 
and aided those who were struggling for 
liberty. 

The Cubans have a cause as righteous 
as ours was in 1776. They deserve onr 
aid as much as we then deserved the 
recognition and aid of France. ‘This is 
the way our people view the situation.

Concerning the Dialect Craze. 

A literary man of some reputation re- 
marked the other day that he had s:me 
difficulty in disposing of manuscripts 
written in good English, but he found 
it easy to sell dialect stories and 
sketches, 

The dialect craze has been running a 
long time and, so far from abating, it 
seems to be now at its height. News- 
paper men who ought to know better 
yield to this popular fad and drop iuto 
pigeon English upon the slightest prov- 
ocation. Last week The Cincinnati 
Tribune praised Mr. Stanton’s exposi- 
tion ode, but suggested that “it would 
have succeeded better if it had becn 
written in the Georgia vernacular.” 

This suggestion was apparently made 
in sober earnest, and it shows to what 
ridiculous and idiotic extremes a dialect 
maniae can go. The whole business is 
assuming a serious aspect. If dialect 
writing is to be the greatest achievye- 
ment of a literary man, are we not mak- 
ing a mistake in sending our bright 
youngsters to college? Why should they 
waste time on higher education and the 
great models of literature?’ Such studies 
cannot fail to have a tendency to impair 
a2 man’s ability to write dialect, because 
many stndents. have not — sufficient 
strength of mind to resist the sedative 
temptations of the masters of English 
style. Some of them will vield, and they 
will leave college with the ability to 
write like Macaulay and the certainty of 
having their work rejected by the maga- 
zines, . 

We must recognize the present trend 
of literature and get in touch with it. 
If parents see that their children have 
literary talent they should put them be- 
tween the cotton rows or send them to 
the Tennessee mountains, where they 
ean master the choicest negro dialect 
or the grotesque lingo of the moon- 
shiners. Don’t let them tarrv long in 
the public schools, and keep them away 
from college. It is impossible for a boy 
to tamper with either without forgetting 
his dialect and falling into the back- 
number ways of the silly old fogies who 
have the. bad taste to prefer the style 
of the English classics to the ragged 
jargon of the new school of writers. 
These reflections will be suggested to 
every thoughtful mind, if dialect is to 
retain its present high place in public 
favor. But perhaps the pendulum will 
swing backward soon.

COMMENTS ON THE EXPOSITION. 


New Orleans Picayune: In’ addition to 
the attendance of people from the south, 
the fair is also pretty sure to draw a large 
number of visitors from the north and 
west. Northern capitalists have their at- 
tention direeted southward at the present 
time, hence it is not to be doubted that 
they will take advantage of the opportu- 
nity of seeing a display of the resources of 
the various southern states grouped to- 
gether which the Atlanta exposition will 
afford. Moreover, the fair will be in the 
direct route ef winter tourists seeking 
health in the mild climate of Florida and 
Louisiana, or recreation in California and 
Mexico. Every indication, therefore, prom- 
ises a large attendance. 

Boston Herald: Of the states of the 
south. that border on the Atiantic ocean 
and the gulf of Mexico, Georgia stands 
almost alone in progressing after the man- 
rer of the north. The broader view of 
public affairs encounters férmidable oppo- 
sition even here, but the state is peaceful, 
orderly, improving as does the north in its 


business development, giving its more in- 
telligent public sentiment the control.

ar with Georgia in certain sections, 
but ets one of them in which @ disturbing 
element is not more or less threatening 
Virginia and South Carolina, the proudest 
states of the south before the war, and 
states from which have come more of in- 
tellect and statesmanship than the others, 
have both passed under the rod of the 
meaner elements of their populations.

The latter state is as far 
as possible from being contrelled by the 
element in it that is fit to rule. Though 
less dangerous, because not inviting war, 
it is scarcely more homogeneous with the 
north than it was before the rebellion. 


New York Press: Wren the black 
scholar, Professor Washington, solemnly 
abjured, in behalf of his race, all aspira- 
tion for social recogn:tion by the whites, 
his Atlanta audience arose and cheered 
and wept.

Many of the Largest Buildings Are | 


Brilliantly Lighted, 
THE MIDWAY IS THE THING 


SS ee 


What One Sees About the Ground Af- 
ter the Fall of Dusk—Good 
Crowds at the Show. 


Despite the fact that all the buildings 
were not lighted last night, the exposition 
grounds presented a scene of wonderful 
brilliancy. 

And of all the glare of light the Midway 
was conspicuous for the number and varie- 
ty of its lights. Every building on the Mid- 
way is covered with lights. Lights are like 
opportunities on the Midway. 

All along the Midway boulevard, where 
the spijelers chant in unharmonious dis- 
cord, lights seem to burn brighter than 
anywhere else. The atmosphere is conge- 
nial to lights and lighting, and to solor and 
color displays. The Trocadero is conspic- 
uous for its great strings of electric lights 
and the beauty show is played off to ad- 
vantage, too. 

Bordering each side of the exposition 
streets are white@ are lights that fringe 
the edges with a wonderfully strong light 
and add, by the deep shadows, an element 
of peculiar picturesqueness. Lake Clara 
Meer, lacking launches, contents herself 
with reflecting softly in her mirrory depths 
the myriad lights that shine from the 
bottom water. And the rays from the mir- 
rored lights float upward until they meet 
the penetrating rays sent down above and 
from all sides. In the center of the lake 
last night was the body of the electric 
fountain. Gray and mysterious enough it 
loked, but wofully without action. There 
was no life, no indication of the beauty 
that is said lie within it and that needs 
but a pressing of a button to turn into a 
thousand sprays of vari-colored, diversified 
lights. 

Machinery hall, white, strong and grace- 
ful, with Midway Heights as a background, 
shows to superb advantage with the lines 
of white electric lights that have been 
placed where the building can most easily 
be accentuated. Visitors hurrying to and 
fro, no matter how great the hurry, always 
have time enough to stop just a second and 
glance at this building in front of which, 
looking all the more fierce because of the 
night shadows, stands on guard a ferocious 
looking lion wrought in inanimate metal. 

The forestry building is perhaps the 
most beautiful building at night. The lights 
are artistically arranged inside and out, 
while on the top are the many colored 
lights of an extensive and well patronized 
oof garden. Inside the numerous gas 
lights are well arranged. 

Looming up barely visible in outline from 
the bottom of Midway steps, the govern- 
ment ‘bufiding, unlighted and deserted, 
looks almost ghostly. The sparkling of the 
electric are lights on every bit of hillside. 
Some of the buildings are still unlighted 
and they look glum and unfriendly. But 
if there is a shortage of light there is mu- 
sic galore. From the top of the hill wafts 
the sounds of a brass band, where people 
are murdering the chute. Floating down to 
Midway proper, long before they die out, 
the echoes of the musical performance on 
the hill mingles with the uncanny thrum- 
mings of the Dahomeyans, the tum-tums 
of the streets or Cairo, the sweet strains 
of the German band, the queer clangings 
of the Chinese theater and the catchy airs 
that come from the Trocadero. 

It is only a short while after 10 o’clock 
when visitors begin to leave the exposi- 
tion grounds, and the Midway is the last 
to be deserted. At that hour the beauties 
all looked as if they were tired of being 
pretty and only desired rest. So, as the 
time grows later, the crowds drift to the 
trains and some of those who take part 
in the amusement of the day go to. 

Last night on one of the railway cars 
the band that plays in the German village 
filed aboard. One little musician, tired from 
her long day’s work, sank back into a 
seat and slept as the train rattled and 
jerked and puffed on its way to the city. 
The curious clatter of passing trains and 
the clickety-rattle of switches did not 
disturb her, and it was only when the sta- 
tion was reached that. she gave a quick 
start, rubbed her eyes, laughed in a tired 
fashion and walkéed after her comrade, ar- 
ranging her hat the while, for with German 
women, as with American women, the hat 
is an all important feature. 

And the crowds all gone, the participants 
of the day,’s amusements retired, the lights 
fade out one by one or many at a time un- 
til the great grounds, in the clear twilight, 
look like a deserted village. 


A WEEK OF RACES. 


A Large Number of Cyclists Will Meet 
Here in December. 

The wheelmen of the country are coming 

-to the exposition and Atlanta will be in- 


vaded by a veritable army of cyclers in 


the early days December.

They will be met at the train 
and will be entertained by a committee ap- 
pointed for making all arrangements. On 
Thursday a parade will be given. The 
wheelmen will ride about the city and then 
to the exposition grounds where an im- 
posing parade will take place. Friday and 
Saturday will occur the races. Many 
speedy men have signified their willingness 
to be present at the exposition and enter 
the races. 

“The meet is going to be one of the big- 
gest and most enthusiastic ever held in the 
south,’ said Mr. Boardman last’ night.

House Association. 


CAPT. ENGLISH IS PRESIDENT 


Mr. Darwin G. Jones Was Re-Elected 
Manager and Was Also 
Made Treasurer. 


The regular annual meeting of the Atlan- 
ta Clearing House Association was held 
yesterday morning in the office of the asso- 
ciation in the Equitable building. 

The most important business transacted 
yesterday was the election of officers, which 
resultea in a new staff with the exception 
of Manager Darwin G. Jones, who was also 
made secretary, and Mr. T. C. Erwin, the 
treasurer. . 

The following is the list of officers elected 
at yesterday’s meeting to serve for the en- 
suing year: 

President James W. English, of the Amer- 
ican Trust and- Banking Company; vice 
president, T. B. Neai, of the Neal Loan and 
Banking Company; treasurer, T. C. Erwin, 
of the Atlanta Trust and Banking Compa- 
ny, and manager and secretary, Darwin 
G. Jones. 

It was in April, 1892, that the Clearing 
House Association organized with the mem- 
bership of ten banks and the United States 
postoffice. Because of the enlargement of 
the banking business and the necessity for 
such an association one was formed. For 
the first two years and a half there was no 
regular manager, each bank having a rep- 
resentative to act as manager for two 
weeks at the time, @n the rotation princi- 
ple. | 

In the summer of 1893, during the panicky 
times of that year, when banks were going 
to the wall by the scores and the most svlid 
firms were failing, the banks found it nec- 
essary for the safety and convenience of 
themselves and customers to issue clearing 
house certificates. It was then that Mr. 
Darwin G. Jones was elected manager. He 
was thoroughly the man for the place and 
has so ably stood at the head of the actual 
management of the affairs of the associa- 
tion that there cannofk be the slightest crit- 
icism made of his work and management. 

‘Phe banks in the association contemplat- 
ed issuing $1,000,000 of these certifi- 
cates, But only $128,008 of them was found 
necessary to be issued, That amount was 
issued in August, 1898. About $30,000 of this 
amount was out only about ten days and 
all was ordered in on November 6th of the 
Same year. Very few certificates remained 
out long, all being returned promptly with 
the exception of $20, which is now outstand- 
ing. These certificates were accepted all 
over the state because of the known integ- 
rity and responsibility ef Atlanta’s bank- 
ers. The $20 is presumably held as a relic. 

A Glance at Some Figures. 

The history of the association shows that 
it has been in growing condition all the 
while. Some figures on the situation tell 
aptly and concisely this growth. 

A statement of the clearings of the first 
twenty-four days of September, 1894, as 
compared to the present month, during the 
same days, shows an increase of this year’s 
September of $906,615.97. The entire month 
of September, 1895, will show an increase of 
over $1,000,000 over September, 1854. 

From January 1, 1894, to September 24, 
1894, inclusive, the clearings were $36,815,- 
#..00; for the same period this year the 
clearings were $41,412,023.51, thus showing an 
increase of $4,596,614.01. This increase is due 
to the increase in the volume of business. 

“The largest clearings for a single day,’’ 
said Manager Darwin Jones, ‘in the history 
of the association, were those of November 
5, 1894, being $446,418.60; the day previous and 
the day following show that the clearings 
ran over $300,000. The next largest day was 
on November 6, 1898, when the clearings 
reached $398,184.55. 

“In a great many of the southern cities, 
notably among the Texas cities, the clear- 
ing house associations are wont to double 
their transactions. For instance in a tra.s- 
action between two banks that transaction 
is handed in and counted from both banks. 
Here this is not the case.”’

ONE YEAR'S WORK] 


Alleges That Moody & Brewster Have 
Damaged Him $25,000 Worth. 


HE WILL TELL WHY HE LEFT 


Says That His Wife Was Hounded to 
Death—A, Damage Suit Against 
the Consolidated. 


John S. Smith, who so mysteriously dis- 
appeared some time ago and who but re- 
cently returned to the city to find that 
both his wife and child had died during 
his absence, has filed a suit for $25,000 
damages against Moody & Brewster, 
through his attorney, Mr. T. R. R. Cobb. 

The story of Banker Smith is well known. 
One day he failed to appear at his office. 
It was known that his partner had writ- 
ten him to Fort Valley, where they had 
some land interests together. At first it 
Was supposed that he had gone there, but 
the partner came to Atlanta and began to 
make inquiries. Nothing was heard of 
Smith. Foul play was suspected and sev- 
eral lakes were dragged. Day after day 
passed and he was mourned as dead by 
his relatives. 

It seems that Smith held a number of 
notes for collection, and Moody & Brew- 
ster, who were interested in them, thought 
that the banker had taken them. They 
offered a reward for his capture, Cne day 
a telegram came from Mexico. It was 
signed with the initials of Smith and ask- 
ead his wife if she would come to Mexico 
to live. In the meantime there lad been 
Warrants sworn out against him. ‘Thcse 
were withdrawn, however, and sSinith re- 
turned to find a desolate home. 

jn the suit Smith states that he left 
Atlanta for’ reasons that will be shown 
at the proper time, and that he left his 
Lusiness in charge of his wife, Mrs. Hat- 
tie L. Smith, who was a partner in the 
urm of John S. Smith & Co. The startling 
aeciaration is made thai the firm of 
Smith & Co. loaned, for Mocdy & Brewster, 
during two years between $10,000 and $15,- 
000 on all of which interest of from 65 to 
10 per cent per month was paid. He also 
alleges that he left with his wife notes 
and securities to the amount of $8,000 or 
$10,000, and that S. J. Hall, claiming to be a 
lawter, took possession of these and that 
Moody & Brewster offered a reward for 
his capture and hunted him as a thief and 
an embezzler, and that during his absence 
his wife was harrassed and worried by 
Moody & Brewster to the extent that she 
neglected the four-months-old child and 
was herself hounded to death because she 
had collected the money on a note left by 
petitioner. He also alleges that the war- 
rants against him were withdrawn, and 
that in consequence of injured feelings and 
damaged reputation he asks for the sum 
Of $25,000. 

Suit Against the Consolidated. 

A suit for $1,000 damages was filed yes- 
terday against the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company for personal in- 
juries. The plaintiff is Mr. Edward La- 
tham, who alleges he was on a.-crowded 
car and was forced to stand on the run- 
ning board. In consequence of this his 
knee was struck by the Forsyth street 
bridge balustrade and injured accordingly 
and, ag he claims, to the extent Ir en- 
tioned.

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BANKER SHITH SUES} 


WANTED: A CENSOR 


Colonel Hammond Believes Reporters 
Should Be Sent To Jail. 


HE OBJECTS TO AN ARTICLE 


The Item Referred to the Killing of 
the Arnold Baby—Other 
Court News. 


In the suit: for damages of Garnett Ar- 
nold against the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company for the killing of nis child, 
now on trial before Judge Van Epps, Colo- 
nel N. J. Hammend,.leading attorney for 
the defendant, created a small-sized sensa- 
tion yesterday morning. 

In The Constitution of yesterday was a 
short item referring to the case and giv- 
ing, very mildly, the fact# in it. Colonel 
Hammond arose in court yesterday with a 
copy of the paper in his hand and stated 
that reporters who wrote such articles 
when cases were on trial should be sent 
to jail for contempt of court. Before read- 
ing the article aloud, the jury was exclud- 
ed. The jurors were permitted to return 
and all stated that they had not read the 
item referring to the killing. 

The case was then continued, Judge Van 
Epps directing the members of the jury 
to read nothing concerning the case. The 
Arnold case is the one which the coroner's 
jury found the directors of the road guilty 
of criminal negligence in running a car 
through crowded streets with the motor- 
man doing the double duty of looking back 
to see if passengers desired to get off aud 
of running the car. 

Motorman -Ivey, who was put on the 
stand yesterday for the defendant road, 
testified that if he had had a conductor 
he could have stopped the car easily in 
time to have saved the child’s life. in tact, 
he stated that he did not see the child at 
all, but that he first knew of the acci- 
dent when he felt the jclt and the awful 
grinding that followed. It seems that the 
baby walked out to the track and sat 
down upon the railing, and the motor- 
man, watching for signals from the pas- 
sengers, kept his head turned to the rear 
for fifteen seconds. 

The mother of the child testified yester- 
day. She wept while ‘telling of the horri- 
ble death of her little one. The baby had 
slipped out of the gate while the mother 
Was sewing and was killed as stated. 
There are two suits against the road—dile 
by tre father and one by the mother for 
$5,000 each. 

Still on the Will Case. 

The will case of Graham against Cun- 
ningham is still in hearing before Judge 
Lumpkin. The testimony yesterday was 
simply along the line of that of the day 
before. The witnesses to the will testified 
as to the sanity of the testator at tne 
time of the signing’ of tke will Tuday 
the plaintiff.in the case will begin the in- 
troduetion of testimony on the opposite 
line. Just what this will be is not known, 
though some interesting developments are 
said to be expected before the case is 
concluded. ; 

No Verdict Reached. 

The suit for damages of Allen against 
the Atlanta ani West Point road was 
concluded yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Westmorcland. It is very likely 
that if a verdict is reached it will be 
handed in-this morning sealed. The hear- 
ing of the case has occupied several days.

Mr. Rhodes Loaned $20 to a Stranger 
Who Bet and Lost. 


S. P. Rhodes, of Captola, Ga., is the lat- 
est victim of the exposition confidence man. 

Rhodes called at police headquarters 
Monday afternocn and recited a very in- 
teresting tale of his experience with two 
men, one of whom had employed him some 
minutes before. He had been engaged to 
distribute tobacco samples at a very com- 
fortable salary, after which himself and 
employer set out to enjoy a short, cooling 
walk on the thoroughfare mentioned. The 
walk was intended to give employer and 
employe an opyortunity for ‘‘each to know 
the other better,” and it seems that the 
intention was realized. Rhodes says that 
he now knows the man to be a crook. 

The story the Capitola citizen told shows 
that he was victimized very easily by two 
smooth citiezns, or perhaps recent addi- 
tions to the city’s population. He met a 
stranger in the Kimball house Monday af- 
ternoon of fine address and good clothing. 
The stranger had every appearance of being 
a man in the comfortable walks of life. 
He was a man who makes an impression 
on the average countryman as being a gen- 
tleman of considerable reyenue and a great 
deal of leisure. He stood about the corri- 
dors of the famous hostelry as if he waited 
only on time and had no particular aim in 
life, except to travel about the country and 
take things easy. 

The unsuspecting Rhodes was struck by 
the favorable appearance of the neat look- 
ing stranger and it was not long until he 
approached him and began a conversation 
on the sights of the Midway. The. attrac- 
tions at that resort and many other sub- 
jects were discussed, after which, as usual, 
the two indulged in an exchange of confi- 
dence as to their particular sphere in life. 
The unsuspecting man said that he was in 
the city for a good time and incdentally to 
look about for some good position. His 
companion and new-found friend was here 
to see the great show in particular, but in- 
cidentally represented one of the largest 


tobacco companies of Louisville, Ky. He 


claimed to be traveling agent for the con- 
cern and at different cities employed a 
number of men to distribute samples of his 
brand of tobacco, which his company gave 
away in immense lots. 

The honor of distributing tobacco sam- 
ples appeared to be one to be sought by 
the unsuspecting Captola man, and before 
the conversation proceeded much farther 
the incidental object of Rhode’s presence 
in’ the city was made known to the man of 
ease and money. The latter straightway 
agreed to employ his honorable friend and 
after the details of the arrangement were 
consummated the walk for the opportu- 
nity mentioned was suggested by the Louis- 
ville man. 

Locking arms the two started out to ex- 
change opinions and talk of the wonders of 
the Midway. The walk carried them out 
Pryor street a considerable distance, so,far 
that each of the two became tired and 
dust-worn. The smooth citizen and employer 
suggested that himself and companion step 


The suggestion was acted. on and the 
two were shortly taking life easily sitting 
on an embankment near the end of the 
alley. The tobacco man became extremely 
confidential in ‘this manner and told the 
Captolian how glad te was they had 
met and 
Rhodes in the work of distributing tobacco 
samples. In the course of the talk tha 
tobacco man drew from this pocket a little 
packet of cards, all of which were biank 
except one. That single exception bore 
the likeness of a beautiful young woman 
in seaside costume. The smooth gentle 
man who employed men in his travels 
said that he had a nice trick to show his 
employe. He could ¢lose his eyes and 
with once chance pick from the deck of 
cards the one bearing the likeness men- 
tioned. The explanation of the trick was 
said to be the extreme attractiveness of the 
photograph on the card. 

At this moment of the proceedings a fine 
looking man came by and stopped. He 
saw the cards and the tobacco man €x- 
plained their mysteries. He commented on 
the trick. He said that it was a good 
thing. The trick would do in most in- 
stances, but the trickster could not always 
pick out the correct card. At that remark 
the tobacco gentleman professed to be- 
come indignant and said that he would bet

An Employe of the Postoffice Confesses 
To Many Thefts. 


HE NOW OCCUPIES A CELL 


Before Commissioner Broyles He Was 
Bound Over Yesterday and His 
/ Bond Was Placed at $300. 


Edward O. Jones, a seventeen-year-old 
boy who has been employed at the post- 
office for several years as a special letter 
delivery clg@rk, was bound over before 
United States Commissioner Broyles yes- 
terday afternoon on the charge of robbing 
the mails. 

His bond was placed at $300, which 
amount he was unable to give, and later 
in the afternoon was placed in jail, where 
he will await his trial before the United 


States court. 

Jones has been a trusted employe of 
the postoffice for many months, and though 
he acknowleages that he has been stealing 
from the mails for quite a while, he has 
not been suspected until recently. A few 
weeks ago some packages were missed 
and the officials began to make an inves- 
tigation. Some time previous to this the 
boy acknowledged that he had made false 
reports to the postmaster. He was sus- 
pended for a time, and on September ist 
was taken back. 

The work of Jones was delivering of 
letters bearing a special delivery stamp, 
for which services he received 8 cents from 
the government. His first trouble was 
that he reportel more deliveries than he 
had truly made, thereby making a fee 
of eight cents in each case to which he 
Was not entitled. He broke down and 
confessed when an examination was made 
and was suspended as above stated. 

The packages have been missed for some 
time and a trap was set for the thief. 
Postoffice Inspector T. W. Jones and R. E. 
Barry determined to catch the one who 
was taking the packages from tiie mail. 
Late Monday night they were in their 
office when young Jones went into the 
postoffice. They decided to watch the 
boy. Hiding in a place where the room 
could be plainly seen, they waited. Jones 
went into the room’ and looked to see 
if there were any special delivery letters 
which he would be required to carry to 
their destination in the city. He saw there 
Were none and turned to leave the Office, 
when he saw a tiny little package, neatly 
Wrapped and bound up with a little rub- 
ber band. He closely inspected the pack- 
age and when his eyes caught sight of 
the name of a large jewelry firm on the 
wrapper, he glanced ovt and being satis. 
fied that no one was looking, placed the 
package in his pocket and walked out of 
the room. 

At the door he was stopped by Inspec- 


‘tor Jones, who had witnessed the whole 


transaction. Young Jones was carried in- 
to the postmaster’s private office and then 


asked what it was that he had placed in 


his pocket. The boy promptly confessed 
that he had stolen the package and vyol- 


. untarily confessed to many other thefts. 


He stated to the officialg that he had been 
in.the habit of taking mail matter for more 
than a year and that he had averaged 
a package a week. 

The boy was then carried to the station 
house where he was detained until this 
afternoon. He was carried before Com-

RECOGNITION OF CUBA. 


Chicago Times-Herald: The Cubans are 
in a position at this moment to strike a 
final blow for freedom. They need guns 
and cartriiges, they need money, but most 
of all they need the outspoken sympathy 
and assistance of the American people. 
Public meetings in the larger cities of 
this country would vastly help in holding 
them face front to the enemies of liberty. 
And the movement could start nowhere 
with greater force than in Chicago. 

Chicago Tribune: It is high time for 
the United States government to wake up 
and see what these Spanish atrocities in 
Cuba mean, Cuba is our neighbor. She 
is a good deal nearer than China or Ar- 
menia. Her mountains are visible from 
Key West. Our commercial relations with 
her are very close, as we buy a hundred 
millions from her, chiefly in sugar, vesides 
tobacco and fruits.

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THE SESSION CLOSED 


Annual Meeting of National Association 
Postoffice Clerks Has Adjourned. 


MR. CAMPBELL . RETURNS 


The Session Was Held in St. Paul and 
Will Meet in Denver Next Year. 
Much Business Transacted. 


Mr. A. J. Campbell, representative from 
the Atlanta branch of the National Asso- 
ciation of Postoffice Clerks, has returned 
from St. Paul, wheré he has been in at- 
tendance upon the annual meeting of the 
association. 

The report brought back by Mr. Camp- 
bell shows that the session just adjourned 
in the Minnesota city was one of 
the largest and most important held 
since the organization of the as- 
sociation. Though only one or two dele- 
gates were present from any one branch, 
still nearly 1,000 representatives were on 
hand and participated in the programme. 

Several very important motions were 
passed eat the last meeting and the election 
of officers was also held. President Ben- 
jamin Parkhurst was re-elected president 
for the next year. P. M. Mooney, of St. 
Paul, was elected first vice president: FE. 
J. O'Neal, of Baltimore, second vice pres- 
ident; Wihiam Askew, Cleveland, third 
vice president. Secretary W. E. Crumback 
was re-elected and T. E. Lincoln treasurer. 

A classification bill which will be adopt- 
ed at the meeting of the fifty-fourth con- 
gress was passed gnd adopted. Another 
feature of the session was the selection of 
Denver as the next annual place of meet- 
ing. Mr. Campbell worked energetically to 
secure the session for Atlanta, but the 
majority favored Denver, as the delegates 
had been to Atlanta and many of them 
had not seen Denver. A committee was 
also appointed, with President Parkhurst 
as chairman, to decide upon the uniform 
designations and the duties of the post- 
Office clerks in the United States post- 
offices. This committee will do this work by 
following out and generally executing the 
suggestions made by the postoffice depart- 
ment. Before adjourning the session all 
the delegates gathered in the parlors of the 
Ryan house and presented an elegant sil- 
ver ink stand to Miss Eva Beem, the only 
woman delegate to the convention. 

The bill which will be presented to the 
congressmen to pass upon has been given 
the serious attention of the post office 
clerks for many months. They herve locked 
at the subject from all standpoints and only 
decided to press the measure after a care- 
ful investigation. Since the bill was unani- 
mcusly adepted at the convention, it is 
very probable that it will pass the post- 
office authorities, as both officials ané 
c‘erks are co-operating with each other 
in the discharge of government duties. 

The bill provides that the postmaster 
general shall be authorized to classify and 
fix the salaries of the clerks attached to 
the first and second-class pestoffices, the 
classification to take effect July 1, 1896, so

Superintendents of mail inspection and 
rating, superintendents of newspaper and

intendents of mails, assistant superintend- 
ents of delivery, assistant superintendents 
of registry divisions, assistant superintend- 
ents of money order divfsions, four classes, 
salary shall be graded in even hundreds 
from $1,500 to and not exceeding $2,400 per 
annum. In no case shall assistant superin- 
tendents receive less salary than $1,500. 
Chief clerks shall receive $1,500; clerks in 
charge of stations shall be graded in even 
hundreds from $100 to $1,000. 

All clerks, except as herein provided for, 
and who perform the work of distributor, 
money order, registry, stamp and inquiry 
clerks, and all other clerks assigned to im- 
portant service, shall be divided according 
to their length of service, atter having per- 
formed five years of active service, into 
four classes: Ten per cent, $1,400 per an- 
num; 10 per cent, $1,300 per annum; 10 per 
cent, $1,200 per annum; 10 per cent, $1,100 
All other clerks and clerks 
upon entering the service shall be appoint- 
et at $600, and shall receive an annual in- 
crease of $100 until the maximum sum of 
$1,000 is reached. 

The postmaster general is authorized to 
classify and fix the salaries of the clerks 
and employes attached to the second-class 
postoffices from July 1, 1896, as herein 
provided: Chief clerks shall receive 6 
per cent of the postmaster’s, salary; clerks 
in second-class postoffices shall enter the 
service at $600, and receive an annual in- 
crease of $100, except one head clerk, who 
shall receive $1,000 per annum. This class 
shall include mailing clerks, letter. distrib- 
utors, dispatchers, registry clerks, money 
order clerks, stamr clerks, separators, as- 
sorters, paper dist butors and general de- 
porters, watch- 
men and laborers shail.be graded in two 
with salaries of $600 to $700 a 
year. 

The bill is made provisional that no clerk 
shall receive a smaller salary after the 
passage of the bill than before, and that 
no clerk shall be reduced from a higher to 
a lower grade. 


A Glance Abroad. 


Bruges is now so truly a dead city that 
foreigners strolling through her quiet 
streets can hardly realize her prosperity 
and grandeur in mediaeval times. An at- 
tempt is to be made to revive her former 


“commercial importance by constructing a 


ship canal from Heyst on the North sea 
coast down to Bruges and converting that 
city into a seaport. 

The young queen of the Netherlands is 
being taken gradually all over Holland in 
order to make acquaintance with every 
part of her dominions. Next month Queen 
Wilhelmina and her mgther will tour 
through the only provinces not yet visited— 
Overyssel and Drenthe—where some curious 


shistorical fetes are to take place in their 


honor. Rolde, in the province of Drenthe, 
is full of relics of the ancient Germanic 
tribes, so an open-air representation of a 
trial among one of these tribes will be 
given at the foot of some huge tumuli 
known as the “giants” graves.” 

A messiah has appeared in Sicily at a 
place called Caiamanti, near Syracuse. His 
name is Sebastiano Rioggio. He preaches 
plurality of wives, and hundreds of persons 
have gathered around him, all of whom 
have been excommunicated by the Bishop 
of Syracuse. Similar pretenders appeared 
two years ago before the political outbreak. 
Throughout Sicily the peasants are discard- 
ing their old caps and wearing broad-brim- 
med hats, which they call ‘“socialists;” 
they are also wearing red neckties and car- 


rying heavy sticks with knobs. The govern- 


ment expects trouble.

whether they are worth salvage. One of 
the first victims was the Chinese transport 
Kowshing, fired upon by a Japanese war- 
ship for carrying troops, although she 
flew the English flag. The divers who have 
been down to the wreck report her in a 
terrible condition. She is literally torn to 
pieces by shot and shell, while a torpedo 
evidently gave her the final blow. Her pas- 
sengers had huddled ’tween decks for 
shelter from the firing, and hundreds of 
corpses are packed tightly together. 

Along the edge of the Mongolia is grow- 
ing up a new China. The Chinese are in- 
vading the coufitry both as merchants and 
actual settlers. Compared with western 
lands, the change is a very gradual one. 
“Mongolia for the Mongols’ is the cry 
of the people; but their cry is unkeard. The 
cities are all largely Chinese; and an azri- 
cultural population is steadily pushing 
back the grazing pastures of the dwellers 
in ténts. On the becrderland is noticeable 
the uncertainty that exists as to the kind 
of structure in which to live. Some Chinese 
are found dwelling in Mongol tents; many 
Mongols have erected the Chinese adove 
houses, often in addition. to their own. 
But there is no question as to which cype 
of architecture will survive. The Chinese 
are entering in to possess the land, and 
their cheaper dwelling which can be made 
warmer in winter at the least expense will 
win the day. On the northern border are 
the Russians working gradually southward; 
the Mongols often speak of them as su- 
perior to the Chinese, and they are get- 
ting a hold,upon the people. 

The ninety-first annual report cf the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, which 
has just been issued, contains many |ar- 
ticulars of interest respecting the socie- 
ty’s work at home and abroad. The hcme 
issues of Bibles, Testaments and portions 
were 1,651,566; those distributed abroad 
reached a total of 2,185,656. The total issues 
for the year were 3,837,222, showing the 
large increase of 28,264 copies in whole 
Bibles. With regard to the translation work 
it is reported that the editorial sub-com- 
mittee have had to deal in some measure 
with over 100 versions during the year. 
The most important work of the society 
has been revision of the versions in the 
languages of India and China, It is hoped 
that the year 1895 will see the first Pashtu 
Bible completed for the people of Afghan- 


istan, and that the Malagasy people will 


be equipped with their first merginal ref- 
erence Bible, which is now passing through 
the press at Oxford. In Africa, New 
Guinea, Japan, on the slopes of the Hima- 
layas and in Assam native races are hav- 
ing the gospel placed within their reach 
for the first time.

derland, the fifth earl. Beside the title 
of duke of Marlborough the Sunderlands 
also acquired the tities of marquis of 
Blandford, earl of Marlborough, Baron 
Churchill, Lord Churchill of Eynmouth, 
in the Scotch peerage, prince of Nellen- 
burg of the holy Roman empire. The 
English peerages give the duke as prince 
of Mindelheim, but the Almanach de Gotha 
states that Nellenburg was substituted for 
Mindelheim in 1714. 


Miss Vanderbilt’s Predecessors. 

Miss Vanderbilt's predecessors are worth 
glancing at. The first duchess of Marl- 
borough was, of course, Sarah Jennings, 
the confidante and favorite of Queen Anne, 
whose name will live in history as long as 
that of her illustrious husband—the woman 
who “having been the wife of John Church- 
ill’ would not marry another man, no mat- 
ter what his rank. As Anne Churchill and 
her husband both died before her parents, 
the Churchill titles were never enjoyed by 
them. 

Unfortunately there are nothing but mod- 
ern authorities at hand, as this is being 
written, and consequently the names of one 
of two of the earlier peers cannot be stat- 
ed. The fourth duke of Marlborough is the 
first whose younger branches are still ex- 
tant. This was George, born in 1739. He 
married Lady Caroline Russell, daughter of 
the then duke of Bedford. His son George, 
born 1766, married Lady Susan Stewart, 
daughter of the earl of Galloway, apd his 
son, the third George, born 1793, married his 
cousin, Lady Jane Stewart, also a Gallo- 
way. John, the seventh duke, born 1822, 
married Lady Frances Vane, daughter of 
the marquis of Londonderry, and the late 
duke, George, born 1844, married Lady Al- 
bertha Hamilton, daughter of the duke of 
Abercorn. 

It was. the late duke who, as is well 
Known, married secondly Mrs. Hammersley, 
born Lily Price, famous in New York for 
her beauty and riches. The great fortune 
she brought him was absolutely necessary 
to him, as his extravagance, not to say pro- 
flagacy, had reduced Blenheim, the proud 
estate purchased for his great ancestor by 
the nation after the battle of that name, al- 
most to denudation. 

His tirst wife divorced him in 1883, and 
his second wife was never persona grata at 
the English court until her third marriage, 
with the gallant. and popular Lord ‘Bill’ 
Beresford, 

Miss Vanderbile will, on her marriage, 
become the third American duchess of our 
time—the relations of all three being cu- 
riously close. The first was the present 
dowager duchess of Manchester, Consuelo 
Yznaga, after whom Consuela Vanderbilt 
is named, the lifelong friend of her father, 
and the second was the second wife of her 
prospective husband’s father. It is worthy 
of recollection also that the uncle of the 
present duke, the late Lord Randolph 
Churchill, married Miss Jerome. 

Of course, much that is true and a great 
deal that is not true has been written and 
gossiped about the now famous cruise on 
the Mediterranean in the luxurious steam 
yacht, Valiant, two years ago, which, it 
is said, was the beginning of the end of the 
domestic happiness of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt. But the rock bottom 
facts of the affair, the true inside history, 
have never been told. “‘There are events 
| connected with -that episode which will 
never reach the light of day,’’ remarked 
an intimate friend of the family today. 
“You all remember the profligacy with 
which the preparations for that trip round 
the world were made. One million dollars 
Was spent, or at least appropriated, for 
the trip, and the first outfit of provisions 
cost $300,000 in cash. In addition to Mr. 
and Mrs. Vandebilt and children, the party 
consisted of Winfield Scott Hoyt, a grand- 
sco# of General Winfield Scott; Oliver Haz- 


ard Perry Belmont and Frederick O. Beach. 
The crew numbered twenty-two seamen, 
besides *the officers, and there were fifty 
servants aboard. The yacht first steamed 
to Lisbon, where the party embarked and 
took a train for Paris. Subsequently at 
Versailles the family and guests re-embark- 
ed to complete the journey. While on the 
Mw literranean the trouble began in this 
wise. Mr. Vanderbilt wanted the gentle- 
men in the party to occupy a very consid- 
erable portion of their time with him in 
the cardroom. Mrs. Vanderbilt objected 
to thus ostracizing her from society and 
conversation,. and began monopolizing the 


. time and attentions of young Mr. Belmont. 


Something like an innocent flirtation was 
maintained between them until finally Mr. 
Vanderbilt objected, the lady lost her tem- 
per and a scene ensued. The party was 
‘broken up, disembarked instantly, the 
guests departing for home and the family 
going to Paris. Then followed the episode 
with Nellie Neustretter. To magnify the 
insult which it implied the servants of 
that woman were given the same livery as 
the Vanderbilt family, and the divorce 
court was thus necessarily invoked. Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s friends think that this little 
departure from the usual Vanderbilt meth-

ods was for the purpose of provoking that 
result.” 

Both the actors in this domestic drama 
have their partisans, and there are those 
who insist that Mrs. Vanderbilt was not 
blameless. She was a Miss Smith, of Ala- 
bama, a famous beauty, and it is recalled 
that of three sisters all of them were di- 
vorced. One of them married Yzmaga, 
whose divorce in Montana is well remem- 
bered. He *subsequently married Mabel 
Wright, from whom he also obtained a 
divorce not long ago. The fact that there 
has been a tender feeling between Mr. 
Relmont and Mrs. Vanderbilt ever since 
the yachting event, and that since 
the divorce common rumor has coupled 
their names together as prospective bride 


‘and groom, gives color to the impression 


that there may have been some reason in 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s protest on board the 
yacht. At any rate, the close friends of 
the Vanderbilts insist that Willie was at 
least as much sinned against as sinning, 
and the fact that his behavior since the 
Givorce has been exemplary to some ex- 
tent justifies this estimate. 

On the other side of the house that is to 
be there is a skeleton in the domestic 
closet. . The father of the present duke 
was inclined to be overgay at intervals 
and his early life marked him as essential- 
ly the black sheep of a particularly correct 
family. Before he succeeded to the title 
and estate of the dukedom of Marlborough 
he was a very wild young man and scat- 
tered oats and tares about promiscuously. 
Able, educated and suave, he was popular 
in society with both sexes. After a series 
of dissipations, both in England and the 
continent, he married Lady Albertha Ham- 
ilton, sixth daughter of the duke of-.Aber- 
corn, and a most beautiful and accomplish- 
ed woman. Within a year from that time 
he was discovered in an intrigue with Lady

Mourdant, that interesting person having

made a confession involving the prince of f lina, ‘and Holland; 


Wales and the marquis. In 1875 he became 
involved in fresh troubles with Lady Ayles- 
ford. This caused a quarrel between him- 
self and his wife, during which he struck 
her, and divorce proceedings were the next 
Step, which occurred in 1883. Various other 
escapades, before and after his accession 
to the dukedom, were gossiped about in 
London society. In 1888 he came to’ this 
country, where he met and married Mrs. 
Hammersley. His means were well ex- 
hausted and his estate considerably run 
down, but the money which Mrs. Hammers- 
ley had inherited at the death of her hus- 
band "was applied to the repair and rebuild- 
ing of the properties. More than $1,000,000 
Was spent on Blenheim castle, the ducal 
Seat of the family, and upon the death of 
her husband the lady generously turned the 
property over to her stepson, the present 
duke, between whom and herself a tender 
attachment had sprung up. 

The present duke is not rich in this 
wtTld’s goods, as riches are figured among 
dukes. He has vast landed estates, but is 
Scarce of money. It may not be justly said 
that he came here in search of money in- 
stead of a wife, but ic is certain that in 
his engagement with Miss Vanderbilt he 
has both in prospective. It can be added 
that whatever his innermost purposes were 
he comes with a better record than most of 
the other titled foreigners who h ins 
vaded this field in search of wives and for- 
tunes, and though he has secured one of 
the choicest gems in this galaxy, he will 
havéthe best wishes of fer countrymen and 
women in his good fortune.

Weekly Weather Crop Bulletin. 


Washington, September 24.—The weekly 
weather crop bulletim of the department 
of agriculture embraces the following re: 
ports from the various state weather ser- 
vices: 

Virginia—Richmond: Excessively hot, dry 
weather, making crop conditions critical; 
ground baked; pastures burning up; no 
tall plowing or seeding done; fodder most- 
ly saved, but some of it poor from firing; 
tobacco cutting and curing progressing; 
crop generally in fair condition; many 
farmers feeding and watering stock. 

North Carolina—Raleigh: Very normal, 
unfavorable for the week, with intense 
heat, glaring sunshine and unbroken 
drought; cotton opening prematurely; late 
blossoms and small bolls shedding; tur- 
nips, potatoes and peanuts suffering from 
drought and fall plowing and seeding im- 
possible; rice harvest under way. 

South Carolina—Columbia: Excessive heat 
and no rain favored cotton picking, but 
young bolls are opening prematurely, 
growth having stopped; good harvest 
weather for all crops; too dry for growing 
crops or fall seeding. 

Georgia—Atlanta: A hot and dry week, 
favorable for farm work; cotton opening 
rapidly and in some cases prematurely; an 
occasional complaint of rust, but no shed- 
ding; picking general; corn still uninjured 
and being gathered in southern counties; 
fodder pulling over in southern and nearly 
finished in northern and central counties. 

Florida—Jacksonville: The week is hot 
and dry; excellent for picking cotton, the 
condition of which has not materially 
changed; it would be benefited by occa- 
sional showers; large quantities of forage 
Saved; too dry for fall gardens, many be- 
ing seriously damaged by lack of moisture. 
‘ Alabama—Montgomery: Hot and dry, 
except scattered showers in west portions; 
cotton nearly all open and picking pro- 
gressing rapidly; corn still being gathered 
in good condition; all minor crops doing 
well. though rain badly needed for fall 
crops. 

Mississippi—Vicksburg: Weather hot and 
dry, causing cotton to open very rapidly 
and doing some damage “by causing cotton 
to open very rapidly and doing some dam- 
age by causing bolls to open prematurely; 


complaints of damage from worms, rust, ( 


rot. blight, with shedding less frequent; 
corn being gathered with insufficient stor- 
age room: gardens needing rain. 

Louisiana—New Orleans: Another dry, 
hot week, generally favorable for harvest- 
ing rice, corn. hay. with picking cotton; 
showers south benefited cane. but all grow- 
ing crops need ~-rain in interior and north; 
cotton opening very fast and some prema- 
turely; some worms continue damaging 
crops. 

Texas—Galveston: Generally fair weath- 
er prevailed over the interior of the state. 
and cotton picking has made good progress 
so the drought has cut the crop of cotton 
short; showers over the coast districts have. 
favorable for rice and vegetables. © 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Cotton has open- 
ed very rapidly, but owing to hot weather 
picking has progressed slowly: some com- 
plaint of shedding and premature opening: 
corn being gathered. good crop; potatoes 
and fall crops seriously injured by drought; 
rain needed for fall plowing. 

Tennessee—Nashville: Except showers on 
16th, damaging drought prevailed, seriously 
affecting cotton, peanuts, late potatoes and 
delaying plowing and fall seeding: tobac- 
co mostly housed but considerably dam- 
aged by worms: cotton opening rapidly 
and picking begun: sorghum making, 
fruit drying and saving late hay progress- 
ing favorably. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton etter. 


New York, September 24.—Liverpool open- 
ed with a good demand for spot cotton, 
sales 12,000 bales; middling 444d; last year 
3 19-32d. Futures were firm at 3 to 4-64d 
advance and closed barely steady at 4-64d 
advance. Manchester quoted yarns dearer 
than last report, but buyers refuse to go 
on, and cloths are dull. Our market opea- 
ed with sales of January from 8.36 to 8.39 
and declined to 8.34. At 1 o’clock p. m. 8.42 
was the ruling price. The feature of the 
market today has been the wonderful man- 
ner in which it has absorbed the realizing 
sales by some of the local longs this morn- 
ing. It is current rumor that one interest 
of 40,000 bales was liquidated during the 
first hour, causing a dceline of 5 points 
from yesterday's closing quotations. This 
liquidation has created the impression 
among the trade that it would precipitate 
a decline intensified by the free receipts at 
the interior towns and ports. From Liver- 
pool we are told they are still expecting 
Mr. Neill’s circular sometime this week, 
which would point to a very small crop. 
Advices from the south, particularly from 
the southwest, could scarcely be worse, and 
it seems likely the constant reiteration of 
these reports will bring European spinners 
into the market for their year’s require- 
ments. Large buying orders were received 
from the continent and Liverpool to buy 
during the afternoon on a report that 
Neill’s circular would indicate a crop of 
7,000,000 bales and advanced to 8.49 for Janu- 
ary. The market closed steady at a slight 
reaction on continued realizing by a local 
long interest, supposed to exceed »dvU,vuU 
bales. Spot sales none; quotations advanc- 4 
ed 1-l6c, the activity in the futures market 
checking business. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, September 24.—(Special.)—The 
cotton market was more lively than ever 
today, and prices rose several points high- 
er than the highest previously touched. 
Notwithstanding a good rise in Liverpool, 
opening prices were a few points lower 
than yesterday’s closing, a speculator who 
has been carrying an immense line of long 
cotton for months. and constantly increas- 
ing his holdings as the market advanced, 
was determined this morning to make his 
profits, and great blocks of cotton were 
thrown upon the market in quick succession 
for his account. The sheer weight of the 
offerings served to depress the market in 
the forenoon and January declined to 8.34, 
but when his holdings had all beenrliquidat- 
ed prices soon began to harden, a report 
seemingly well authenticated that Neill’s 
forthcoming circular would estimate the 
crop at 7,000,000 to 7.250,000 bales maximum, 
with a good chance that it may be much 
less, caused wild buying, and January 
rose to §.49. In the final dealings there 
was some recession on realizing sales, but® 
the close was steady with 8.46 bid for Janu- 
ary. A strong speculative sentiment holds 
the market in its grasp, and may put prices 
much higher.

Chicago, September 24.—Wheat was un- 
mistakably strong” téday, and for what 
reason it was rather diffi:ult to say. From 
a superficial point of view it would ap- 
pear as though the decision of the ware- 
house commission yesterday canceling the 
licenses of the elévators was responsible 
for the firmness, hut when it is remem- 
bered that the matter is now to be carried 
into the courts, where it is likely to drag 
for a year or more, it is not clear why 
there should be any immediate uneasiness 
over the questinn of storage capacity. The 
market was palpably short, and as olfcr- 
ings became searce afier the opening, it 
was reasonable to expect an upturn when 
covering wus attempted. Bradstreet’s re- 
ported an increase of 3,877,000 bushels in 
the world’s available supply, upon the an- 
nouncement of which prices eased off, but 
suksequently another rally occurred and 
the close was quite etrong. December 
wheat opened from 58%@58%c, soid  be- 
tween 334@58% and 6c, closing at 595,c— 
14@l%gc higher than yesterday. Cash 
wheat was firm and 10c higher than yes- 
terday. 

Corn made a moderate gain today, bul 
the strength of wheat was entitled to the 
credit of it. Receipts of corn hold up 
well. Reports from the interior are to the 
effect that farmers have a larger amouit 
of old’ corn on hand than the traue nas 
bargained for, and that it is now being 
marketed to make room for the new croup, 
which is ready to be housed. May corn 
opened at 28%c, sold between that and 
2914c, closing at the outside—%@%c higher 
than yesterday. Cash corn was unchanged, 

No feature appeared in oats. Prices va- 
ried only according to the action of wheat 
and corn. Th2 trade in this grain has 
fallen into a rut, no business having been 
transacted for some time. May cats closed 
“,c higher than yesterday. Cash oats were 
steady to %4c lower. 

Provisions—There was nothing doing in 
provisions of any particular interest. 
Liquidation in October continued to be the 
principal business, selling of long stuff 
being influenced by the weakness of the 
hog market. The strength of wheat prob- 
ably saved product from a scrious loss. 
Closing prices were 7%c higher than yes- 
terday for October pork, 2%c lower for 
ayaa lard and 5dc higher for October 
ribs.

HIS WOUNDS WERE NOT SO SE. 
RIOUS AS AT FIRST THOUGHT. 


Mr. Cunningham Gave Bond for His 
Appearance in the Police Court 
Next Monday Morning. 


Mr. Howlett Joyner, who was seriously 
cut by Mr. John D. Cunningham at the 
exposition grounds Monday night, was rest- 
ing well last night. He is comfortably room- 
ed at the Grady hospital where he is re- 
ceiving the best attention possible. 

Mr. Joyner’s injuries are not so serious 
as was at first thought, but he was cut 
badiy. One of his shoulders was badly 
slashed and he received other painful cuts. 
The loss of blood before the arrival of phy- 
Sicians told on Mr. Joyner and he was 
found in a weak condition when the doc- 
tors reached his side. 

Mr. Cunningham, who was brought to the 
city after midnight yesterday morning, was 
releas’d from custody early yesterday 
morning. He was released on $100 bond for 
his appearance in the police court next 
Monday afternoon.

RUNNING THEM OUT. 


Detectives Are Ridding the City of an 
Army of Crooks and Thieves. 

Detectives Conway and Barr>tt are rapid- 
ly ridding the city of a notorious gang of 
thieves and pickpockets which came to 
Atlanta with the Grand Army people last 
week. The gang undoubtedly came south 
to work here during the exposition, but 
their scheme is being broken into, Detec- 
tive Conway, the Pinkerton man, knows 
hundreds of the most notorious crooks of 
the country, and out of the several dozen 
who have come here he has been able to 
recognize the most of them, 

The entire detective force has done splen- 
did work in spotting the suspicious char- 
acters who have arrived Since the exposi- 
tion opened last week, and much crooked 
work has been prevented. The officers’ 
plan is to take up the men, and after hold- 
ing them a day or two release them by put- 
ting them on trains and sending the men 
back north and west. 

On Saturday night eleven suspicious char- 
acters were arrested, all of whom have 
been sent out of the city. Their photo- 
graphs were taken while they were jocked 
up, and should they ever return the officers 
will be able to spot them at once. Four al- 
leged crooks were sent away last night to 
different destinations. They were wrrested 
by the detectives Monday night. 

The men under arrest admitted that they 
were crooks and said that they came here 
to work the exposition, but found the re- 
ception too warm for them, Little crooked 
work has been reported to the police since 
the ofhcers have succeeded in spotting the 
notorious characters.

JENKINS KNEW 11 
It Seems That He Was Not a Victim at 
Thursday’s Seance. 


ONE OF HIS FRIENDS TALKS 


It Is Said That Jenkins Knew What 
Was Being Done To Trap Him 
and Told Several Friends. 


H, T. Jenkins, arrested on suspicion of 
being implicated in the murder of B. A 
Bass, was released from custody yesterday 
after four days’ incarceration. 

Jenkins has worked on the case with 
Aa zeal that has excited comment since 
the dzy Baker Bass was found lying on 
the sidewalk mortally wounded, and he 
says that he will continue that 
until the mystery has been satisfactorily 
ferreted. 

it is said that Jenkins, instead of bcing 
the victim of a shrewd scheme practiced 
on him at the McDaniel street resort, Was 
himself the victor in that now memorable 
siege. It is said that he knew of tlhe 
scheiie to trap him into making fatal ad- 
missions. or confessions and that in going 
to the place he simply gratified a curiosity 
to know exactly what would result from 
the siege. 

Jenkins refused to talk of the matter 
yesterdzy, but one of his intimate friends 
did so. That friend said that it was true 
that Jenkins knew of ihe attempted pla. 
to draw him out on the Bass case in the 
voman, and 
that he told several of his friends of tne 
scheme before going to the house with the 
woman. 

It seems that the little affair to gel 
Jenkins jnto a conversation, during wrich 
it was expected that he would say ¢cer- 
tain things injurious to himself, was ar- 
renged a day or two befcre it Was Con- 
summated—that is, everything was in 
readiness except the certainty that Jenkins 
would go to the house. His friend said 
that Jenkins knew of the scheme being 
arranged and that he told several friends 
of it, telling them that he intended to g0 
to the house for the purpose of serving 
what kind of a plan had been set to trap 
him. It is said that the play was ai [first 
arranged to take place somewhere hear 
the exposition grounds, or in that section 
of the city, but was later changec to be 
brought off at the now muchiy heralded 
McDaniel street house surrounded by a 
high wall fence, the gates cf which are 
said to be constantly lecked with padlocks; 
in addition to which it is said that the 
windews are padlocked. 

Two men interested in the case Went 
out to the McDaniel street house last 
Sunday, it is said, and made an observa- 
tion cf the surroundings. It is said that 
they had some difficulty in gaining admii- 
tance to the place, but finally did so. An 
unknown fémale responded to the door cail, 
it is. said, and with suave demeanor 1n- 
formed the men that they must have got 
in the wrong place.
